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AMERICA’S ONLY FREE MARKET FOR GOLD 


By JOHN E. GARDIN 


Vice-President of the National City Bank of New York 


\| HE only absolutely free market for gold is the United States of 
America. Gold can be withdrawn from this country whenever 
the conditions elsewhere require it, without let or hindrance. 
This is a factor which will play an important part in the finance 

of this country some time in the future when thoroughly appreciated by 
the world at large; and this very fact will be the means eventually of our 
being able to retain our gold. Great Britain as a free market comes next 
in line, but there the only available supply is the weekly arrival from South 
Africa, upon which the Bank of England has a prior claim, provided the 
bank is willing to pay the same price for it that other purchasers offer. 
This explains why the price of gold fluctuates in London just as any other 
commodity, according to supply and demand, notwithstanding the fact that 
its standard of value is legalized as it is in the United States and in other 


(17) 
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countries on a gold basis. In America the price of gold does not fluctuate. 
It is on the basis of 25 8-10 grain 900 fine per dollar, troy weight; but when 
withdrawn from the Treasury in the shape of bars it is subject to an arbi- 
trary fixed premium of 40 cents per $1,000, which is supposed to cover the 
cost of preparing it into bars. 


Sir Edward H. Holden’s Views 


In a recent address at the annual meeting of the London City & Midland 
Bank, Ltd., the managing director, Sir Edward H. Holden, criticized the 
financial policy of this country very severely in not making provision for 
the retention of our own gold supplies. His criticism is not warranted, in- 
asmuch as the absence of a regular discount market controlled by a central 
power makes it impossible arbitrarily to advance rates. The question of 
gold import and gold export must therefore in this country be determined 
by other influences. It is very well to exercise such a power in moderation, 
but beyond this it is not the function of a central banking institution to 
hinder and to make difficult the collection of an international debt owing by 
the country. 


With the inauguration of the Aldrich currency plan, if adopted, we shall 
have a certain amount of power in that direction, but in the meantime we 
shall have to muddle along as best we can, and when ealled upon to pay - 
our debts to pay them without making an outery, and without oppressing the 
legitimate business of the country. 


England’s Fight to Keep Her Gold 


Further on in his report Sir Edward refers to the prospects of England 
in the following words: ‘‘Of course, like others, we have had to fight in 
order to keep a share of our gold, but we have been able to retain in this 
eountry (England) only about ten millions sterling (or, roughly, $50,000,- 
000) during the three years. The weapon which we use in this fight is the 
Bank of England rate, and the higher we raise it, the more effective it is, 
but the more it depreciates our gilt edged securities, particularly those 
which return a small rate of interest.’’ 


When the Bank Rate Fails to Help 


From this you will see that arbitrary action in this matter also has its 
disadvantages. Furthermore, the increases in the Bank of England rate 
did not always have the desired effect, and in order to retain its gold the 
price of the metal had in addition to be put up to such a figure that other 
countries could not afford to purchase it. 

In other words, the Bank of England, in order to retain the gold supplies 
which came into the country, was obliged at times to pay a high premium 
for it. 
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It is impossible to procure supplies of gold from either Germany or 
France without the consent of the financial powers of those countries. Ger- 
many uses a great deal of actual money in its trade transactions because 
the check system there is not developed to the extent that it is either in 
England or in America. The consequence is that cash requirements are 
correspondingly increased in all commercial operations. It is a primitive 
way of doing business, but the advantages of the insular and American 
system are being generally recognized there and efforts are being made to 
incorporate the use of the transfer of credits in banking and commercial 
transactions. The result is that interest rates in Germany are always high, 
and being so any legitimate outward movement of gold very rarely takes 
place, and when such movement is threatened, repressive measures gen- 
erally are brought into play. The Reichsbank, as a rule, refuses to give up 
its gold; consequently, whenever it does go out of the country under stress 
of necessity, it is taken out of circulation in more or less unimportant 
amounts; the aggregate, however, at times is considerable. 


France’s Additional Safeguard 


France has an additional safeguard in its dual monetary system. French 
bank-notes are redeemable either in gold or in silver, and when notes are 
presented for gold withdrawals for expert purposes, payment in the yellow 


metal is absolutely refused, and as a substitute silver is offered. However, 
gold is taken from France more frequently than from any other continental 
nation, but it is done with the consent of the authorities of the Bank of 
France, who do not hesitate to demand a premium, sometimes as high as 1 
per cent. The gold holdings of the Bank of France are maintained noto- 
riously high and as a result interest rates are correspondingly low. <A bank 
rate in France above 4 per cent is almost unknown, although once in a while, 
when a large loan or some other financial transaction of importance is 
pending, rates assume proportions for a few days that in any other country 
would be alarming. I have known within recent years of cases where 
money was bid for as high as 9 per cent per annum for a few days prior to 
the offering of some large Government or municipal loans, but this is a very 
rare occurrence and effects only the financial market and is always tem- 
porary. 
America’s Archaic System 


In this country, we have an archaic system of treating gold coins of 
foreign countries when brought in under a regular movement. National 
banks are prohibited from holding foreign gold coins in their reserves, in 
consequence of which all such coins in order to be available must be taken 
to the assay office and melted down into bullion, thus destroying certain 
valuable elements inherent in the coins. First of all, the cost of the labor 
of producing them is wiped out, the seigniorage is destroyed, and then again

their availability for export. Furthermore, when the reverse movement 
sets in, we are obliged to export our own coins. Now the foreigner looks 
upon this in altogether a different light. Their reserves may be held in 
foreign coin, in bullion, and, of course, in their own coins. In handling 
foreign coins their exact value is ascertained and they are held at that value. 
For instance, American double eagles and eagles are held in the reserves of 
the Bank of England in bags of 500 ounces each, made up of whole coins 
and clippings. 


How France and Germany Act 


The same method is applied by the Bank of England to German and 
French gold, and when the reverse movement sets in the first coins that go 
out naturally are the coins of the respective country to which the expert 
movement is directed. These coins when brought here are paid for by 
weight, and as they are received in this country by tale, there is quite an 
advantage in being able to import our own coins, unless the price paid for 
them is too high. They must be purchased as any other commodity, and 
the enhanced price leaves a measurable profit over and above the price at 
which they have been acquired. A certain additional value lies in the fact 
that our own coins are, of course, immediately available as reserve money, 
whereas, foreign coins, while carried, involve loss of interest, as they lie 
dormant and useless. 


The cost of shipping gold from America to England is about $1 26 per 
each 100 pounds sterling, and this cost is reduced by 20 cents the other way, 
owing to the premium which is exacted by the United States Government, 
to which reference has been made before. Thus, theoretically, the ‘‘export 
point’’ is $1 26 above the mint parity of 4.8666, or 4.8792, while, the import 
point is $1 06 less, or 4.8560, less the prevailing rate of interest, while the 
gold is in transit. 


Compute Interest on Imports 


In explanation of the reason why interest is computed on imports and 
not on exports, it must be remembered that in an outward movement the 
banks are able to sell demand bills of exchange which arrive at the same 
time that the gold does, and are paid with the proceeds of the shipment. 
On the other hand, in importing gold, payment is made immediately when 
gold is withdrawn, and, of course, interest is lost until the gold arrives here. 
Therefore the reimbursement is effected on the basis of the cable rate. While 
the gold is in transit there is this absolute loss of interest, which adds just 
so much to the cost of importing. Thus, with interest ruling at 4 per cent, 
the import point would be equal to a cable rate of 4.8510. 








wa 
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A few years ago—I think it was about the time of the San Francisco 
disaster—expanded credits and speculation caused interest to rise for a 
short time to a rate that was remarkable, reaching something like 180 per 
cent per annum. Representations were made to the Treasury Department 
for assistance in the form of Treasury deposits, which were of necessity re- 
fused. It was the ingenuous mind of a prominent Washington banker who 
suggested Government assistance in the importation of gold. This was the 
first instance in this country where such assistance had been given, and it 
proved most helpful. The method employed was for the Government to 
advance the gold against approved security to any bank immediately upon 
the announcement of a gold engagement, and this advance was repaid when 
the imported gold arrived. No time limit was placed upon the advances, 
and thus was it possible to bring gold from South America and from Aus- 
tralia or from anywhere that it could be procured, and in this way the re- 
serves of the country were restored and a serious panic averted. The prece- 
dent of Government assistance in the importation of gold being established, 
this aid has been quite frequently employed, notably during the panic year 
of 1907, but in a somewhat different manner. Then, under a ruling of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, banks were permitted to count in their lawful 
reserves gold which had been engaged abroad for shipment to this country, 
with a restriction that the privilege should extend only to gold coming from 
European ports. 

Gold Is a Necessary Commodity 


Gold is a necessary commodity in all countries, and leading nations, as 
a rule, dc not regard with any particular anxiety the exchange of gold 
between themselves, knowing as they do that sooner or later it can be 
brought back. But when the metal is exported to a country, say, like 
Egypt, it is a source of more concern, particularly to England. It is for 
that reason that when the cotton crop requirements necessitate such a 
movement to Egypt a comparatively small amount will have an appreciable 
effect upon interest rates, for the reason that it is very rarely ever seen 
again. The Fellaheen, that downtrodden subject of centuries of misery, 
never saw gold as a reward for his labors until a comparatively short time 
ago, and the color of the money is such an attraction to him that he would 
rather starve than use it in the purchase of the necessities of life. The 
hoarding instinct has taken such a hold upon the people that it is becoming 
an economic calamity. Quite unlike his East Indian brother, who treasures 
his gold by converting it into personal adornments, but who is always will- 
ing to surrender these adornments without a pang when it becomes 
necessary. 
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So far we have dealt only with coins that have a recognized monetary 
standard ; that is, coins of those countries which are on a gold basis. There 
are many systems in existence, some of them ostensibly on a gold basis, 
others on purely a silver basis with scientific principles underlying them. 
Again others are upon a heterogeneous basis that has existed for a century. 
In this respect China stands out conspicuously. China has as many mone- 
tary systems at the present time as Germany had before the unification of 
the German Empire. The fundamental principle underlying the Chinese 
currency is pure silver, and while attempts have been made in the past to 
bring order out of the resulting chaos, all efforts in this respect have proved 
fruitless, and it remains for the strong hand of some other nation to take 
hold of the monetary system of China and to bring it into harmony with 
modern systems.

ANALYSIS OF THE ALDRICH PLAN 


By GEORGE M. REYNOLDS 


Former President of the American Bankers’ Association; President of the 
Continental and Commercial National Bank and of the Conti- 
nental Trust and Savings Bank of Chicago 


JHE extraordinary interest taken in Senator Aldrich’s proposal 
for co-ordinating the banking system of the United States has 
caused public discussion of the currency problem to an extent 
never before witnessed, perhaps, in this country. No plan has 
been more carefully studied by intelligent business men nor more generally 
approved by currency experts, as a whole, than this wonderfully ingenious 
proposal submitted to the National Monetary Commission by its chairman 
on January 16th last. 

From commercial organizations and similar bodies throughout the United 
States there has come a demand for such an analysis of the proposed system 
as would show the exact bearing of each provision upon prevailing customs. 
The fact that the proposal utilizes the present system of national banks and 
seeks to extend and to strengthen the machinery already in service without 
providing for the organization of any great government institution accounts 
in part for the hearty support given this scheme. 





What the Plan Involves 


The subjoined analysis has been prepared in the effort to show precisely 
how the proposal would work in actual practice. The aim has been to avoid 
technicalities as far as possible, and to interpret the safeguards in such a way 
as to make them perfectly clear to the average depositor. 


Charter and Location 


If all the banks in the federal system should become affiliated with the 
Reserve Association of America, they would subscribe for just about two- 
thirds of the Reserve Association’s maximum capital stock, or $200,000,000. 
That sum would be 20 per cent of the total capitalization of all the national 
banks, which stands to-day at virtually $1,000,000,000. Such a subscription 
would still leave $100,000,000 to be taken by the new national banks or by 
those that exchange state for federal charters. Only half of the capitalization, 
whatever it was, would be paid in at the start. 
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Becoming the fiscal agent of the United States Government, the Reserve 
Association of America would transact virtually all the Government’s business 
that is now handled by the banks. Location of the head office at Washington 
is natural enough, considering the heavy volume of government business that 
the Reserve Association would do, and the fact that the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Comptroller of the Currency, and the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, all government officials, are made directors. 


Location of the Branches 
With fifteen branch offices located at strategic points throughout the 
United States, the facilities of the Reserve Association could easily be availed 
of by banks everywhere. In the judgment of many bankers this clause should 
provide for the location of these fifteen branch districts by the directors of the 
Reserve Association of America. 


As Regards the Capitalization 

The suggestion as to the capital means that all affiliated banks would 
maintain at all times the same proportionate interest in the Reserve Asso- 
ciation of America. This is to say, no one bank under any circumstances 
would be allowed to hold a greater amount of the Reserve Association’s capital 
stock than would be represented by one fifth of the bank’s capital stock. A 
national bank having, for instance, a minimum capitalization of $25,000, 
could subscribe for only $5,000 of the stock of the Reserve Association, paying 
$2,500 in cash; the remaining $2,500 would be a liability subject to call by 
the stockholders. In the same way a bank capitalized at $25,000,000 would 
subscribe for only $5,000,000 of the Reserve Association’s capital stock, paying 
in half that same, or $2,500,000, and being liable for the balance on demand. 

The important fact to remember in this connection is that no bank could 
ever subscribe for any other amount of the Reserve Association’s capital stock 
than would be represented by a one-fifth interest (or 20 per cent) in its own 
capital stock. It would be illegal for any single bank to become interested 
in the stock of the Reserve Association to any greater, or to any lesser extent. 
This restriction absolutely precludes any one bank from gaining a dominating 
influence over the affairs of the Reserve Association of America. 


Important Restriction on Reserve Holdings 

These restrictions show that no bank could, through merger or otherwise, 
increase its interest in the stock of the Reserve Association of America. The 
plan expressly provides that a bank entering the Reserve Association with, 
say, $1,000,000 capital stock, and later reducing its capital stock to $500,000, 
would not be allowed to retain the $200,000 shares, par value, of the Reserve 
Association of American that it originally held. In such a case it would have 
to surrender one half of its original holding, or $100,000, so as to give it only 
a one-fifth interest on the basis of its reduced capitalization. More than this, 
as soon as such surrendered stock was turned in it would have to be canceled. 
The bank would not be allowed to sell the stock to any other bank or to any 
interest whatever except to the Reserve Association of America. 

On the other hand, a bank capitalized originally at $1,000,000 and thereby 
holding a one-fifth interest, or $200,000 of the stock of the Reserve Association 
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of America and which subsequently increased its capital stock to $2,000,000, 
would have to subscribe for an additional.$200,000 par value of the Reserve 
Association’sstock, so as to give it $400,000 par value of such shares altogether. 
Since the preservation of this proportionate interest in the Reserve Association 
of America, under all circumstances, and with all of the banks alike, is of the 
highest importance, it deserves to be specially emphasized in discussions relat- 
ing to the machinery of this remarkable organization. In no other way 
could the independence of the Reserve Association of America be absolutely 
guaranteed. 


Earnings and Dividends 


Four per cent is certainly not an exorbitant rate of dividend for the banks 
affiliated with the Reserve Association of America to receive on the money 
which they have invested in the Reserve Association’s stock. It has been 
urged in many quarters that the rate was too small and that a 5 per cent mini- 
mum dividend would not be out of place, considering the rate paid by most 
successful banks in the United States. But this is scarcely a proper objection 
under the circumstances, since the Reserve Association is not essentially a 
money-making institution, and it is right that its disbursements should be 
limited. 

As to the provision that after the surplus of the Reserve Association 
reaches 20 per cent of its paid-in capital all excess earnings should go to the 
Government, there is basis for serious objection to such distribution. In fact, 
at the recent conference between prominent members of the American 
Bankers’ Association held at Washington, it was voted that this provision 
should be changed so as to make excess earnings (above the 20 per cent sur- 
plus of paid-in capital and after the stockholders receive 5 per cent) go, 
two thirds to the Government and one third to further strengthening the 
surplus of the Reserve Association of America. While there has been some 
objection to the provision making the minimum 4 per cent dividends paid by 
the Reserve Association cumulative, there would seem to be little basis for 
contention on this point. The Reserve Association would begin to earn 
money from its inception, and it would, in all probability, be in a position to 
begin with 4 per cent minimum disbursements almost as soon as its machinery 
was set in motion. It will be seen later on that the discount facilities of the 
Reserve Association of America probably insure for it a handsome income. 


Local Associations of National Banks 


These local associations would be somewhat akin, so far as their relief 
functions were concerned, to the clearing-house loan associations in large 
cities. In fact, there is excellent basis for the belief that with such machinery 
available, there would be no necessity after this for recourse to the clearing- 
house loan associations, or for the issuance of clearing-house loan certificates 
on the basis of the methods pursued during the panic of 1907. In other 
words, the organization of these associations would afford virtually to country 
banks everywhere precisely the facilities which during the financial disturb- 
ance of four years ago were available only to the better organized banks in 
large cities. The organization of these associations is made obligatory for 
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all banks and for that reason there would be at all times such facilities at the 


disposal of the banks in a given territory whether they chose to avail them- 
<elves of them or not. 


Directors of Local Associations 


The representative character of these local associations deserves to be 
varefully studied. Stripped of technicalities, the proposition means that in 
a local association whose by-laws provided for a board of twenty-five directors 
and having a membership of fifty separate banks, the directorate would be 
made up as follows: 

Fifteen directors, or three fifths of the whole board, would be chosen by 
the fifty banks represented, each bank having the right to cast one vote. 
Ten directors, or two fifths of the entire strength, would be elected by the 
member banks on the basis of the pro rata ownership in the Reserve Associ- 
ation, each bank casting a number of votes equal to the number of shares in 
the Reserve Association that it held. The president, vice-president, or 
vashier of each bank represented would vote in person at these elections, as 
no proxies would be allowed. | 

This shows that the votes of the fiftv banks represented must inevitably 
control the directorate, since their votes, on the basis of one ballot being cast 
by each bank, would elect a majority of the directors. Those based on the 
proportionate interest of the banks in the Reserve Association would elect 
only ten members of the board, whereas the votes of all the banks would 
elect fifteen. 

It has been suggested that these regulations ought to be so amended as to 
provide for the appointment by the directors, from among their own number, of 
a president, vice-president, and executive committee of the local associations, 
whose powers and terms of office should be determined by the by-laws, subject 
of course to the provisions of the law. Also, it would be well for all direc- 
torates, those of local associations, branches of the Reserve Association, and 
the Reserve Association itself, to adopt by-laws providing some method for 
filling vacancies. 


Directors and Branches 


Here is the same basis of representation as was outlined in the preceding 
section. Taking the same basis of illustration as was used before, and sup- 
posing the district in which the branch of the Reserve Association was located 
had fifteen local associations, the representation would work out in this way: 

Fifteen directors of the branch of the Reserve Association would be 
elected by the local associations, each local association board electing one 
director for the branch board. 

Ten directors, or a number representing two thirds of the whole board, 
would be selected by the voting representatives, one such voting representative 
being provided by each local association in the branch district. Each such 
voting representative will have the right to cast a number of votes equal to 
the number of shares in the Reserve Association held by all the banks in his 
local association.

RATE DECISIONS FORCE GREATER EFFICIENCY 


By FRANK TRUMBULL 


Chairman of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway 


| HE Interstate Commerce Commission handed down some two 
months ago, its decisions on the proposed increases in freight 
rates. I think three things may be affirmed about these de- 
cisions: 

First—They have put at least one brake upon higher costs in this 
country. 

Seecond.—They have put another brake upon voluntary reductions of 
rates because, under the new law and these decisions, the burden of proof 
for future increases or restorations is upon the railroads. 

Third.—The present law amply protects the shippers of this country 
‘against extortionate rates. America has already the lowest rates and the 
highest wages in the world and apparently is to retain both. 





Suggests Wide Latitude 


I made no predictions before the decisions were rendered; [ make none 
now as to their ultimate effect. There is one bright and shining sentence 
in them, to wit: ‘‘Our railroad management should have wide latitude 
for experiment; it should have such encouragement as will attract the im- 
agination of both the engineer and the investor.’ The response which the 
country will, in the long run, give to this sentiment is the important and 
far-reaching answer. The crop of short-term railroad notes now coming 
out would indicate that the country’s ‘‘imagination”’ is still a little near- 
sighted, but it may get over that, and we hope it will. We hope the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is right. Some phases of the decisions might 
have been appealed to the newly created Interstate Commerce Court, but 
the railroads have accepted the verdict of the Commission and are going 
ahead to do the best they can. They look forward, not backward. 

During the discussion a new slogan—efficiency—has captured the coun- 
try. Brandeis is the man of the hour. His figures look large to most of 
us, but the idea will survive and should be cultivated in all lines of busi- 
ness. The total expenditures last year by the railroads of the United 
States for repairs to all the locomotives and all the cars and for engine fuel 
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amounted to about $600,000,000. It is claimed that we can save half of 
that, or $300,000,000 a year. When I read ‘‘$300,000,000’’ I thought of 
the story of the Grant family. It is said to be one of the oldest families of 
Scotland, and the tradition is that the verse in the Bible which reads: 
‘‘There were giants in those days,’’ is a misprint; that it should read, 
‘‘There were Grants in those days.’’ I thought perhaps ‘‘$300,000,000’’ 
was a misprint and it was meant to read $30,000,000, but we will not quarrel 
over figures. If even $30,000,000 can be saved it is certainly worth saving. 
I read in the ‘‘Sun’’ one day last week that the average cost of a cold in 
the head is $44.34, and I have read somewhere, ‘‘If you see it in the ‘Sun,’ 
it’s so.”’ What a railroad official wants to know is this: If his company 
can reduce the cost of the cold in its head from $44.34 to $37.34, ~ .o will 
get the seven dollars? 


What Railroad Charges Mean 


We are counseled to look in, not out. My suggestion is that we do 
both. First, let us look in. If you should write a letter to an American 
railroad official, his corporation will have to haul a ton of freight—2,000 
pounds of average freight—coal, ore, silks, ostrich feathers and everything— 
for more than 214 miles to get money enough to buy a postage stamp to 
send you an answer. Out of that kind of service the corporation must pay 
its employes, buy its materials, pay its rents and taxes, interest on its debt 
and make its living. Can you beat it? Can you beat it, Mr. Lawyer, Mr. 
Doctor, Mr. Merchant, Mr. Banker, Mr. Farmer? Is there maximum effi- 
ciency in the practice of law? If there is, why are so many contracts and 
wills taken into court? Why is any court decision ever reversed? Every 
lawsuit that is won is also lost. If there were maximum efficiency, why 
should any suit ever be lost? How could so many expensive hours in court 
rooms be absolutely wasted? If there were maximum efficiency in bank- 
ing, would there ever be any bank failures like those, for example, we are 
now reading about from day to day? Would any merchant ever fail? 
Would not every farmer get a blue ribbon? If there is maximum efficiency 
in the practice of medicine, why are there so many undertakers? If it took 
the Creator six hundred thousand years to make a bed of coal, perhaps the 
perfect railroad official is yet to be born. Perhaps other perfect people will 
be born at the same time. You see I am not despondent. 


The Other Side of the Question 


Now, let us look out a little. It is particularly appropriate at a Cana- 
dian club dinner that we look at Canada. As I understand it, your form 
of government is in one respect just the opposite of ours—viz., your Do- 
minion Government has all the powers not granted to the provinces, while 
our States have all the powers not ceded to the Federal Government. 
What has that to do, you say, with railroads? This: When our United 
States railroads fall ill from their own indiscretions or otherwise, forty- 
seven doctors step in—that is, forty-six States and the Federal Government 
—whereas under your form of government a railroad chartered by the Do- 
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minion is regulated by the Federal Government only. See the enormous 
loss in efficiency and the great strain on the patient under our methods as 
compared with yours. This winter there have been introduced in the State 
legislatures of the United States 469 bills affecting the mere operating ques- 
tions of railroads, besides scores of other bills affecting railroads in a mul- 
titude of ways. Of the 469 bills, 56 are so-called ‘‘full crew”’ bills, each of 
which, if enforced, will add to the railroads’ cost of living. 


Railroad Development Dependent 


Railroad development in the United States is dependent not only upon 
the imagination of the engineer and the investor, but also upon the legis- 
lation of the Federal Government and forty-six States. There will soon be 
forty-eight. The development of cone State may be dependent upon the 
legislation of another State a thousand miles away. 

Let us look out again, and this time across the water to England. Rail- 
roads there are permitted to work out joint economies. Let us cross the 
Channel and look at France. That Republic is districted off and wasteful 
duplication of railroad service is absolutely eliminated. Each company has 
a monopoly in its district. One French railroad corporation pays dividends 
of 18 per cent per annum on its stock; the others pay 7 per cent or more. 
And out of their revenues an amortization or sinking fund is also paid to 
the owners under which the Republic will become the proprietor of the 
railroads about the middle of this century. 


Some Ideas From Abroad 


Reciprocity with Canada has caught the popular imagination. We have 
no tariff fences between our States. Minnesota and Oregon are not afraid 
of Dakota or of Georgia or of Alabama. Why should all of us together 
be afraid of Canada, or why should Canada be afraid of us? We absorb 
in ten or twelve years as many competitive immigrarts as the whole present 
total of your population. 

We have shown the world a 3,000-mile boundary line without a fortifi- 
cation or a battleship. We shall undoubtedly some time show all peoples 
a 3000-mile boundary line without a tariff fence. We shall partake of your 
bounty and you of ours. We shall sit down at one hospitable table-—under 
two flags, of course—but as one family on account of the ties of consan- 
guinity—the ties of our common ancestry. The table will stretch not only 
across the continent, but also from the Arctic Circle to the Gulf of Mexico. 


Needs of a Nation are Large 


The needs of a nation, including the regulation of its railroads, are 
bigger than Fishhurst-by-the-Sea or Lumberburg or Cornville. Your effi- 
ciency will sharpen our efficiency. If any of your methods as to govern- 
ment, or banking, or labor questions, or railroads are better than ours, per- 
haps we will be wise enough to borrow. some of them. While we are 
depending upon the imagination of the investor for railroad development, 
you are right now engaged in what is practically a profit-sharing arrange- 
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ment with the investors in your railroads. If the option to take out a 
Federal charter for a railroad is good for you, perhaps such an option will 
be good for us. Maximum efficiency will require us, sooner or later, to 
eliminate all burdens on interstate commerce. We will learn to say, ‘‘The 
United States is a nation,’’ not ‘‘The United States are a nation.’’ 


Brandeis Idea Is Indorsed 

The Brandeis idea [is right. What we need is more efficiency. Let every 
man apply it in the activities of his own life, and let all of us together adopt 
it on a wider and wider scale—and incidentally use it to augment interna- 
tional trade. The more we study efficiency, the more we will discover that 
the interstate commerce law amply protects the country against extor- 
tionate rates and discriminations. The anti-trust laws, at least so far as 
railroads are concerned, involve an appalling waste of energy. We do not 
need both laws for the railroads any more than a State needs two governors. 
Maximum efficiency entitles the people to have the commerce of this great 
country sent over the lines of least resistance. Duplication of train ser- 
vice, wasteful car supply, unnecessary hauls of empty cars, duplication of 
capital ard all that sort of thing ought to be eut out. If this could be done, 
I have no doubt that one hundred million dollars a year could be saved in 
the operation vf American railroads with which to tempt ‘‘the imagination 
of both the engineer and of the investor.’’ 


American Roads Leaders in Efficiency 


In efficiency American railroads have been pioneers, not laggards. All 
things considered, they already are the most efficient in the world, and if 
‘*scientifie management’’ of the anti-trust laws could be adopted our rail- 
roads would excite the admiration of even our own countrymen. Let us 
drop the old quotation: ‘‘In time of peace prepare for war,’’ and in its 
stead say to our neighbors, ‘‘In time of friendship let us prepare for more 
friendship.’’ In time of efficiency prepare for more efficiency. More abun- 
dance for the many. Let things be cheaper—and men, women and children 
more valuable. The welfare of our race, and therefore the welfare of all 
races, is bound up in the one word—Efficiency.

THE BANKER AS AN OPTIMIST 


By CHARLES W. STEVENSON 


HERE is something about banking that teaches conservatism. 

This ebb and flow of money teaches the banker to be on the 

watch. If there is a sudden slump in deposits he looks for the 

eause. He analyzes, on the contrary, the sudden increase. If, 
for a time, there is a steady falling off in deposits, he begins to grow appre- 
hensive until he can explain the cause. And so it is throughout the day’s 
or the year’s work. Take the matter of loans. He is on the alert not to 
overvalue securities. He looks at the man’s outlook. He studies what the 
man has and what is his prospect in life. He studies his capability. So 
that, all the time, he is discounting the future. Yet it is nevertheless his 
duty, as it is his privilege and his pleasure, to be an optimist. ‘° 


An Essential to Real Optimism 


But no man can be an optimist who is close to men unless he believes in 
men, and also in the institutions of men. We have, of late years, a class of 
politicians going over the country berating not only conditions but institu- 
tions. They are trying to make fair weather with the voters and they find 
it agreeable to appeal to prejudice. There is this fact in their view. Not 
many men are succeeding as fast as they wish in the light of competition 
and conditions of present advancement. These are apt, in the natural ego- 
tism of the race, to attribute the trouble to everything else, except their 
own incapacity, or their own fortune of place and time. So that the politi- 
cian who would make fair weather appeals to this latent egotism and lays 
the blame on institutions. Take, say, the corporations. In some instances 
there is room for the charge that there is oppression by capital. But for 
the most part there is nothing to be gained by making people believe that 
these corporations are oppressors. 


It Is a Good World 


So that it is first in the category of the man’s belief, who would be 
banker, that this is a good world to live in because the men and the institu- 
tions of men are helpful. No matter what others may say, the banker first 
of all, if he is a thoughtful man, sees and knows that the masses of men in 
their endeavors seek only good. They are striving, by labor, through love, 
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for the benefit of others. This is true from the laboring man to the greatest 
capitalist in the land. And moreover the banker’s insight shows to him, 
whether the man will it so or not, that each toiler is helping others by every 
good work he does in the world. 

And again, he knows and perceives, every day, that in the masses men 
are honest, because there is an element of trust running through all busi- 
ness. Not only is it written in the nature of things that business must be 
done upon eredit but it is absolutely impossible that this credit should be 
expressed in writing all the time. And so throughout the world, in all 
departments of human endeavor, there is credit, and there is trust, 
expressed and unexpressed. And this is the very foundation of all business. 


Where Men Work for Good of Others 


Again, the banker discerns that this is a good world because men work 
for good and their endeavors never cease. Labor is the law of life. Love 
is the law of labor. And this unwearied search of the intellect, and this 
tireless toil of the body, go to make up the civilization and the wealth of the 
present. We are heirs, joint heirs, to all the institutions of government, to 
all the products of thought in the departments of art, science and literature, 
and we share in all. And the chief work of the generations is to hand down 
the heritage. So that the man who trusts, need have no fear. 


An Advantageous Viewpoint 


The banker being in the thick of all the business transactions of the 
business world is able to make these observations, and he therefore argues 
that his business of dealing in credits is founded on the best there is in 
human nature. And in this he is not mistaken. He is loaning money on 
the momentum of all past generations, as witnessed in the generations of 
the present; and he is loaning money on the honesty and industry of al! 
men in the present, guided by love, and love for others. For he knows, as 
other men do not know, that if the family and the ties of family were taken 
out of the world there would be far less incentive to production. 


Why Men Strive For Better Things 


If men did not have love to make them strive, they would not fill the 
world with its present high state of civilization. And moreover he knows 
that man is free to work out his own destiny, and because of this freedom, 
buttressed by ownership in property, he knows that he enters into a com- 
petition that is world wide and that out of this there is the resulting com- 
fort and happiness which make the world good. 

Therefore, he is satisfied to engage in a business which is conducted 
wholly on trust. He is himself, every day that his bank is open, the recip- 
ient of a great and grave trust. And what is so freely given to him fills 
him with trust in men. He could not do a single day’s business if he did 
not know and feel this mutual trust. He is master of the day because he is 
the giver and the receiver of trust. For this reason he is born to confidence. 
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And for this reason, because he has confidence, he engages in the business 
of buying and selling credits through the agency of the peculiar mechanism 
of the bank. In this way he comes to have that strength that is his stay at 
all times. 


Credit Building and the Heart 


If this strength of mind and heart of which we have: spoken is not a 
matter of buoyant optimism it induces a feeling of security that makes the 
banker rest easy in the general confidence which men have in themselves 
in each other and in their efforts in the times and places in which they live. 
He does business on the safest foundation, therefore, in the world,—the 
continuance of the progress which the world has attained. He looks about 
him and he sees many changes going on. But honesty and energy remain. 
There may be changes in the creeds of men, but religion is not dying out 
of the heart. There may be frivolous living on the part of some and a cor- 
responding lightness of mind, but wisdom and study, knowledge and re- 
search, are not dying out of the world. 


When the Lean Years Follow the Prosperous Ones 


And so, too, there may come times of depression when the efforts of 
men as expressed in dollars and in the credit forms of business are at a low 
figure. There is, as it were, a famine over the land of toil. But he does 
not lose heart for he knows that there is simply a swinging of the pendulum. 
Even the rich old mother earth needs rest, and the winter follows the 
summer with its opulence. And so it is with all endeavor. There is a swing 
of the pendulum of effort. Now it is in this direction and now it is at the 
opposite point. So, throughout his work, he finds that he, too, is a faetor 
in the general upbuilding, and there is nothing to fear. 

And yet there are sudden cataclysms in all this trust. Trade may be 
paralyzed and none know the cause. Credit, when too much inflated, is apt 
to collapse. And toil in one generation is less than in another. The lean 
years follow the fat ones. But through it all runs the purpose which is in 
the world, the purpose of an everlasting uplift and on this he rests and is 
not afraid. This is the basis of banking. 


An International System 


Resting secure in this feeling and knowledge the banker serves the 
trade which circles the whole earth. And there is not a day that passes 
over his head when he is not made aware that the world of trade is a unit. 
No matter what the minute complications are, there is, after all, a great 
simplicity. Trade is but the exchange of one surplus for another. The 
valleys are not all in the same zone. The rivers run, some to the southward, 
and some to the northward. The continents have great protecting water- 
sheds, in some instances, and in others are open to the gales of the sea. 

There is more land than is ever to be made the home of man, and there 
is more water than land. The mists rise up to meet the mountains and to 


sweep again in rains over the vales. Throughout the year there is a change 
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of seasons, and in the mere physical aspects of the earth trade is made to 
be free. The banker handles none of the products and yet is the means of 
handling them all. And the credit he builds in his individual bank joins 
that which is builded everywhere and there is made a credit system which 
is the servant of the varying needs and wants of this international trade. 


Man Goes On Seeking to Improve 


And so he goes on perfecting his mechanism, that it may do the most 
good to the greatest number of people. And he knows that so long as men 
strive and believe there will be need for the credit which he brings into 
being by his peculiar institution and that thus he will always be able to 
make a profit and always able to continue to serve. Hence from the small 
gathering together of the stored up labor of a small community to the 
buying and selling of gold in the markets of the world the banker is helpful 
through credit-making, and the world could not dispense with his business. 

Meeting every day the evidences of his own inherent part in the power 
and strength of the whole structure of credit-building the banker knows 
that the government through the charter gives him little power. The clear- 
ing house certificates, which have been made a last resort, in time of stress, 
have demonstrated this, in its last analysis. All through the operations of 
the bank he sees that it is the wants and needs of business which he is filling. 
The very basis of credit is the use of the sums of money that make the small 
balances of trade and individual. Out of these he makes a pool and experi- 
ence teaches that he may loan two-thirds all the time because experience 
has demonstrated that not more than this one-third will be needed to 
supply the calls of the average community. Here is a firm principle of 
conduct. And on this is the first step of banking builded. 


The Bank Is Not Servile to Government 


Again he is taught that if he is wise he will not allow these unused 
balances of men to get tied up in nonproductive enterprises. For if he 
does he knows that he cannot command their return. He must have liquid 
assets in a word, and with them he may defy the world. Here then there 
is the basis of the right of issue on his own credit. If he has simply the 
power guaranteed to him that is in the peculiar nature of the making and 
selling of credit, then he is able to take care of all the demands that may be 
made on him. And taking care of these he is able to make his business not 
only solvent but safe. The sudden calls of men under excitement may 
be met. But this is no part of the espionage or the favoritism of govern- 
ment. It is inherent. And so, here, if he be not exactly an optimist, he is 
one who learns in every transaction of the day’s work that self-reliance 
is the law of the being of all progress and helpfulness. 

But from his viewpoint of the constancy of endeavor and the qualities 
of honesty and thrift in the people, the banker can see that there are 
many currents in trade stronger than man or than nations, and for that 
reason there must come a time when the individual bank will be at the 
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mercy of the wind and weather of the commercial storms. At this time 
the bank must do something to help itself. It must make use of all the 
powers within it to save the day. And it is at this time, when the banker 
is put to his best to pay depositors that he looks first to the inherent 
strength of the institution. And in doing this he is made aware once more 
that it is credit that does the business of the world and credit that finally 
forms the money of the world. 


Bank is a Credit Making Machine 

Therefore, since the bank is made up almost entirely of credits, is indeed 
a credit making machine, it is through this inherent power that he looks 
for a perfecting of the machine in action that shall enable him to meet the 
sudden calls for money in times of stress. Hence, through association, he 
sees the great power for good in the clearing house certificates and notes. 
And to these he resorts, feeling that here, because of this added element 
of perpetuity is the means by which he may make the bank impregnable. 


Element of Self-reliance 


The element of self-reliance steps in and all the banker need ask is that 
government give him the right, without interference, to work out his own 
destiny. In fact he has in times past demonstrated the ability of the bank, 
through its own peculiar mechanism, to take care of itself. And to this 
he is willing to resort just in proportion as the right of credit issue shall 
be guaranteed and perfected. 

Now, since the banker sees that there is a general confidence which 
affects the whole of the system of commerce and finance throughout the 
country, he knows that he may rest secure in the right conduct of the in- 
stitution which he has chosen to manage. And so he may. There is on 
him only the responsibility of running the bank on right principles and 
the bank will take care of itself and of him also. Let the deposits swing 
up and down like the beat of the pendulum. If he will look closely he 
will find that the volume of production bears a close relation to the 
volume of prices and deposits as well. 


Where the Final Test Comes 


He will find that prices themselves swell deposits while there is no 
more real exchange than before. He will note the increasing part credit 
plays in fostering and controlling trade. And he will grow the more 
cautions. He will hold himself in readiness to meet the new issues when 
they shall come. But all the time he will go on, unwearied and unwaver- 
ing, through the doubts and difficulties which must, in the nature of things, 
beset a business that is in the midst of all exchange, and minister to all 
departments of human labor without producing a single thing in the phys- 
ical world. 

It is just here that his final strength will appear. It is just here that 
he will rest secure in the conduct of the bank, for he will be able, under 
proper foresight and energy, to make provision for that depression which 
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he sees coming with its attendant evils of diminishing production and 
contracting credit. But credit is its own defender. And thus he goes on 
amid all the alarms calmly and confidently with an assurance of the end 
that if it be not called optimism is yet the mainstay of all business and the 
helper of all men who toil and trade. 


HOW NOT TO BECOME POPULAR 


The Progressive Banker suggests a few rules whereby a customer can 
make himself unpopular at the bank. They are as follows: 

1. Never fill out a deposit slip. The teller has so much time on his 
hands he would rather do this for you. 

2. Never take your place in line to be waited on in your turn, but rush 
to the head of the line at the teller’s window and try to be in a hurry push- 
ing the other people aside and insist upon being waited upon first. 

3. Never arrange your currency or silver in a neat or careful manner. 
Mix all the bills up together, get them thoroughly shuffled; and never put 
your silver in envelopes or packages, dump it down before the teller in the 
greatest confusion. He has so much time at his disposal he naturally prefers 
to take the longest way round to do the work. 

4. Never fail to stop and have a chat with the teller. The bank is 
presumably for business, but social callers are always welcomed. Sometimes 
you may observe the bank clerks working after supper from ten to eleven 
o’clock. This is due to the fact that they have entertained extensively dur- 
ing the day when they should have been doing their work, but this is of no 
moment as they have nothing else to do, and they do enjoy these long hours 
so much. 

5. Never come to the bank to make your deposit or cash a check until 
after two o’clock when the bank has closed. This will often throw the teller 
out of balance and cause him to work three or four hours after supper trying 
to locate his difference but this affords him a great deal of pleasure, and he 
is always delighted to put himself out in any way to please customers. 

6. Never make any attempt to keep a record of the checks you draw, 
always use the Bank for the ‘‘Good Thing,’’ which it is, and your account 
will be of inestimable value. 

7. Never forget that the teller is a most accommodating person, if by 
chance you have a check outstanding and haven’t funds to meet it with, just 
say to the teller to pay it when it comes in and you will make it good at 
some future time. 

8. Never endorse the checks to be cashed, or in your deposit until the 
teller calls your attention to this and asks you to do it. Always try to see if 
he is awake and on the job. 

9. Never bring your pass book in to be balanced. It’s all a joke about 
having it balanced once a month, you know what your balance is all the 
time, so what’s the use? 





GREATER PUBLICITY AS A SAFEGUARD

1 HATEVER additional railroad legislation is undertaken at 
this time must be pursued largely along the lines of greater pub- 
licity if the best results are to be obtained. If, however, actual 
restriction of capital issues is to be had, in my opinion the best 

way to accomplish the desired results is to work toward the standardization 
of our railroad securities with the end in view that they will be readily 
acceptable to investors both here and abroad. So far as bonds are con- 
cerned, an effective way to ‘‘standardize’’ bonds would be to limit or re- 
strict the issuance of bonds by existing companies unless or until such 
companies shall have demonstrated by their earnings a certain ‘‘margin 
of safety’’ for the protection of bondholders. Furthermore, restriction 
might to advantage be placed on the issuance of bonds for the purpose of 
acquiring stocks of other companies. 


Mortgage Limitations on Bonds 


There are many mortgages securing bonds which provide that no new 
bonds under these mortgages shall be issued unless the surplus earnings 
for a certain previous period shall have shown a fair ‘‘margin of safety’’ 
over the amount of the existing fixed charges, plus the interest on the new 
bonds to be issued. This is the ‘‘margin of safety’’ requirement to which 
I refer. So the more advanced laws governing the investment of funds 
of savings banks recognize this ‘‘margin of safety’’ requirement. 


Restrictions on Investments 


These laws provide in a general way that only prior lien bonds shall be 
legal for the investment of such funds, provided that the issuing companies 
shall have paid each year for a period of years not less than 4 per cent 
on their total capital stock, and provided that their interest charges each 
year for a period of years shall have amounted to not more than 20 per cent 
of their gross income. I should say that the mere payment of dividends 
is not so important a consideration as the ability to pay dividends, as indi- 
eated by the ‘‘margin of safety.’’ 

(37) 
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The ‘‘margin of safety,’’ as I use this term, means in effect the relation 
of fixed charges to gross income, as well as the relation of fixed charges to 
net income. 

It is true that companies with poor credit would have to move more 
slowly than companies with good credit, but that is the rule of business 
everywhere. Let the railroad which can provide the proper ‘‘margin of 
safety’’ for the protection of its creditors be free to borrow where the poor 
road may not borrow. I consider that a railroad is by circumstance more 
or less of a monopoly and that this situation cannot be changed. The appli- 
cation of this ‘‘margin of safety’’ principle would restrict the operations 
of the weaker roads to the extent that their progress would have to be made 
more slowly; but after all this is merely applying to railroads as to every 
other business enterprise the principle of reward for merit. The weak 
roads would be compelled to husband their resources, refrain from paying 
unwarranted dividends, and take such other steps as might be necessary 
to establish their earnings and financial position so as to meet the ‘‘margin 
of safety’’ requirements, and thus place themselves in position to borrow 
money and expand their operations. 


Restriction on Insurance Funds 


Section 100 of the New York State Insurance Law as amended in 1906 
prohibits domestic life insurance companies from investing their funds in 
stocks or in bonds more than one-third of the value of the collateral for 
which consists in shares of stock. This effectually bars an investment in 
collateral trust bonds. While admitting the necessity existing for effective 
supervision on the part of the State of the business of life insurance, never- 
theless, speaking from a strictly investment standpoint, that section of the 
law which regulates the investments of life insurance companies in its re- 
strictions fails so conspicuously to establish sound principles for investment 
and recognizes in its provisions a standard so incapable of accomplishment 
in the direction sought that it appears very clear to me that this section will 
not stand. Such a law, failing as it does to recognize such considerations 
as the financial strength of the companies and the ‘‘margin of safety’’ as 
indicated by the earning capacity of the companies issuing the securities, 
denies the fundamental principles of scientific investing and is self-con- 
demnatory. 


Limitations on Margin of Safety 


This ‘‘margin of safety’’ principle could not be made to apply to newly 
constructed railroads, except possibly where these were built by existing 
railroad companies. Perhaps adequate regulation of capital issues made 
for new construction undertaken by companies not now in existence would 
be had if full publicity were required as to the actual cost of such new 
construction and as to the manner of distribution of the bonds and stock 
issued. 
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The greatest objection advanced in regard to additional legislation is 
that the Government must do nothing to impair the confidence of the in- 
vestor and thus retard the flow of money into new enterprises and the 
necessary expenditures for the development of the resources of the country. 
If this contention is well made it becomes a matter of the first importance 
to provide for the protection of investors. If the securities sold to investors 
are standardized and the confidence of investors is gained, it must follow 
that the company whose security they hold will be able to pay its interest 
and dividends under average conditions. This means that the company 
will have such a ‘‘margin of safety’’ that where it pays, say, 6 per cent 
it will earn not less than 10 per cent. If the company pays 6 per cent and 
earns not less than 10 per cent, then its credit will be maintained and the 
company will be free and perforce will doubtless be willing to improve its 
property so as to give adequate service. Thus the shipper and the public 
generally will be benefited. The benefit of all will flow from the protec- 
tion which is given to the investor, for in the first and last analysis ‘the 
money comes from the investor. 


Some Suggestions Are Offered 


Thus I believe that if restrictive legislation is to be had, such legislation 
should be directed to the accomplishment of the following purposes: 

1. To provide greater publicity on the part of carriers, especially as 
to the prices received for securities sold and the application of such pro- 
ceeds, and as to the previous ownership of securities purchased. 

2. To prevent misrepresentatiou ly vendors of securities. 


3. If restriction is placed on the issuance of securities, such restrictions 
should be founded upon considerations relating to the company’s ability 
to pay or its ‘‘margin of safety’’ to provide for charges assumed. Thus the 
interest of the shipping and traveling public is protected through the pro- 
tection afforded investors; for if the investors have protection it follows 
as a natural consequence that the company is strong financially and there- 
fore has the ability to provide adequate service to the public. 


Legislation That Might Be Harmful 


Legislation contemplating the restriction of the issuance of ‘‘bonds’’ 
as such, or “‘stocks’’ as such, without regard to the important considera- 
tion of earning capacity, would be very harmful. The banking laws pro- 
hibit too large loans being made to any one individual; prudent banking 
and commercial practice prohibit large accommodations being given to 
those who are not financially strong, and if direct restrictive regulation of 
the issuance of railroad securities is to be accomplished I cannot conceive 
of any wiser limitation being placed on railroad companies than that prac- 
ticed by bankers, merchants and business men generally—namely, a restric- 
tion based upon earning capacity or ability to pay. 
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THE CONDITION of the bond market at 

the present time is calling forth con- 
siderable comment. With the exception of 
a period of not more than three months 
altogether, bond buying during the last year 
has been so indecisive as to call for more or 
less analytical discussion touching upon the 
part that the big institutions have played 
in the general market situation. It is 
clear that the savings banks and insurance 
companies have not been in the market as 
they were in former years when they 
were a potent factor in the distribu- 
tion of securities. One reason for this is 
that the savings institutions have been la- 
boring with a constantly decreasing ratio 
of surplus and their directors naturally 
have not been in the frame of mind to go 
into the market for high-class low-yield 
bonds, the only kind which they are per- 
mitted to buy. The corollary of this con- 
dition has been the constantly enlarging 
loan account on mortgages. Among the 
insurance companies a different situation 
exists. A few years ago they were preem- 
inently the best buyers of new securities of 
any group of institutions, and exerted a 
tremendous influence on the bond market. 
Recent reports indicate that the New York 
Life has about 65 per cent of its assets in 
bonds of various kinds. The Mutual Ben- 
efit Life of New Jersey, 27 per cent, the 
Northwestern Mutual Life, 25 per cent, 


and Manhattan Life about 16 per cent in 
bonds and stocks, and the Equitable Life 
about 49 per cent. The habit of borrow- 
ing by policy holders, however, has devel- 
oped to such an extent that the five com- 
panies mentioned show a total of $232,662,- 
251 of loans of this character outstanding. 
Of this amount the New York Life had 
$99,738,917, the Northwestern Mutual had 
$40,005,496, the Mutual Benefit of New 
Jersey $24,258,783, the Manhattan Life 
$3,410,000 and the Equitable Life $645,- 
662,251. From these figures it is evident 
that the grand total of money thus divert- 
ed from investment channels from which it 
flowed a few years ago has been a vital 
consideration in the bond market. Some 
of this money possibly has been invested 
by borrowing policy holders, but the pro- 
portion doubtless is small. 


ONE HUNDRED AND FORTY EIGHT 

new banks with aggregate capital of $10.- 
040,000 were organized in the ten southern 
states between Jan. 15 and April 15, of this 
year. These figures were compiled by the 
Southern Banker. The new institutions 
with their capitals, are divided among the 
following states: Alabama 15 banks with 
combined capital of $1,605,000; Florida 10 
banks $435,000; Georgia 35, $1,350,000; 
Kentucky 11, $450,000; Louisiana 8, $210,- 
000; Mississippi 9, $780,000; North Caro- 
lina 12, $1,230,000; South Carolina 20, 
$1,210,000; Tennessee 18, $2,330,000; Vir- 
ginia 10, $440,000, 


THE MONTANA LEGISLATURE has 

passed a law placing private banks under 
the supervision of the State Examiner. 
The Act makes it unlawful for any person 
or persons hereafter to “conduct a commer- 
cial banking business or a banking business 
of discount and deposit within the State 
of Montana in the capacity of an indi- 
vidual or of a co-partnership or of an un- 
incorporated association unless the name 
under which such bank is known and con- 
ducted shall contain the name of such in- 
dividual or the name of at least one actual 
and responsible member of such co-partner- 
ship or association, in addition to which 
name there shall be no other designation | 
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than the words ‘Bank of,’ ‘Banking House 
of, ‘Banker’s or ‘Bankers.’” Before the 
receipt of any money on deposit, every 
such individual, co-partnership or associa- 
tion is required to actually own and pos- 
sess approved property or assets within the 
State of Montana of a minimum value of 
at least $20,000 in cities and towns having 
a population of 2,000 or less, a larger 
amount being called for in municipalities 
with a greater population, and reaching 
$100,000 in the case of a city having a pop- 
ulation of 25,000 or over. Such banking 
organizations are made subject to the ex- 
amination of the State Examiner once a 
year and oftener when deemed necessary, 
the Examiner to have full power and au- 
thority to investigate and examine all 
books, papers and effects of such bank. 
The law also provides for reports at the 
call of the State Examiner not less than 
four times a year, and outlines the pro- 
ceedings to be taken with respect to insol- 
vent institutions. The Act was approved 


by Governor Norris and goes into effect on 
July 1. The Union Bank & Trust Com- 
pany of Helena has distributed compli- 
mentary copies of the bill. 


THE COTTON BILL-OF-LADING ques- 

tion and the further safeguarding of 
such bills were discussed anew at a con- 
ference held in New York city on April 12 
between representatives of the Southeast- 
ern and Southwestern cotton-carrying 
roads, the Liverpool Bills of Lading Cotton 
Conference and the Subcommittee of the 
Bill of Lading Committee of the American 
Bankers’ Association. Endorsement was 
given by those in attendance to a sug- 
gested plan providing for the formation of 
a central checking office, intended to serve 
as a clearing house for all cotton bills of 
lading against which drafts are drawn on 
foreign bankers. The arrangement, it is 
understood, will provide that duplicates of 
all cotton bills issued by the railroads be

The plan is said to have been proposed by 
the Liverpool Bill of Lading Conference 
Committee, and if carried out will be op- 
erated in conjunction with the validation 
plan adopted at the conference held last 
summer at White Sulphur Springs. A 
committee has been named to work out the 
details of the plan under which the central 
checking office would be established, this 
committee consisting of Fred I. Kent, Vice- 
President of the Bankers Trust Co., Chair- 
man; John E. Gardin, Vice-President of 
the National City Bank; Charles S. 
Haight, representing the Liverpool Bill of 
Lading Conference Committee; R. A, 
Brand, Freight Traffic Manager of the At- 
lantic Coast Line Ry.; A. P. Thom, General 
Counsel for the Southern Ry.; E. H. Calef, 
Assistant General Freight Agent of the 
Missouri Pacific Ry.; Charles R. Capps, 
Vice-President of the Seaboard Air Line 
Ry.; J. W. Allen, General Freight Agent 
of the Missouri Kansas & Texas Ry., and 
F. B. Bowes, of the Illinois Ceneral Rail- 
road. 

The American Bankers’ Association was 
represented at the conference by four of 
the six members of its sub-committee on 
bills of lading, viz.: Gilbert G. Thorne, 
Vice-President of the National Park Bank; 
John E. Gardin, Vice-President of the Na- 
tional City Bank; Samuel Sachs, of Gold- 
man, Sachs & Co., and Mr. Kent. The fol- 
lowing were among the cotton-carrying 
roads represented: the Illinois Central, the 
Seaboard Air Line, the Central of Georgia, 
the Rock Island, the Southern Ry., the 
Louisville & Nashville, the Missouri Pa- 
cific and the Missouri Kansas & Texas. 
Charles S. Haight represented the Liver- 
pool interests. 


MUCH OF THE DOUBT concerning the 

changes in the control of the National 
Bank of Commerce was cleared up when the 
announcement was made that owing to the 
death of Paul Morton and David H. Moffat 
and the resignations of H. H. Vreeland, 
William G. Oakman and Francis H. Mc- 
Knight, there were five vacancies’ on the 
board, which the directors had filled by the 


election of Frank A. Vanderlip, Albert H. 
Wiggin, William A. Simonson, William A. 
Day and Francis L. Hine. The question of 
the presidency, contrary to expectations, 
was still left in abeyance. Frank A. Van- 
derlip, Albert H. Wiggin and Francis L. 
Hine were made members of the finance 
committee. 


Probably no other institution in this city 
has been before the public in regard to 
rumors of consolidation with other banks 
and to changes of ownership as the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce has been during 
the past year. For years this bank has 
been controlled by the Equitable and Mu- 
tual Life Insurance companies, but as a re- 
sult of the law compelling such companies 
to dispose of their holdings in other finan- 
cial institutions, the question of who would 
obtain control of this bank, which ranks 
among the three largest in the country, has 
been in much doubt. When J. P. Morgan 
obtained control of the Equitable Life 
somewhat over a year ago, however, it was 
generally supposed that the holdings of the 
stock of this bank by that company would 
either be distributed among the friends of 
the Morgan house or that the bank would 
be merged with some other Morgan insti- 
tution. 

The latter supposition, it is known, did 
receive considerable attention, but owing 
to certain difficulties it was not found feas- 
ible. The bank mentioned most commonly 
with the Commerce as a possibility for such 
a consolidation was the Chase National. 

Since the resignation of Valentine P. 
Snyder from the presidency of the bank 
on January 11, the name of his successor 
has been in doubt. Mr. Snyder’s resigna- 
tion took effect April 1, and since then 
James A, Alexander, vice-president of the 
bank, has been acting as its head, and Wall 
street generally expected to hear of his 
election to that position at yesterday’s 
meeting. 

By the addition of five new members to 
the board, the National City Bank obtains 
two positions through the elections of Mr. 
Vanderlip and Mr. Simonson. The Chase 
National is represented by its president, 
Mr. Wiggin; the First National is repre- 
sented by Mr. Hine, the president of that 
bank, and the Equitable life retains its 
place on the board by the election of Judge 
Day to succeed the late Paul Morton. 





THE FINANCIAL AND BUSINESS SITUATION

WHILE DISCERNING MEN see many facts 

which signify a degree of strength in 
financial affairs promising great things for 
the future, yet there continues the feeling 
in banking circles that the quiet and orderly 
readjustment has not reached an end. The 
extraordinary statement of our foreign 
trade, showing a most remarkable reversal 
in the trend of our foreign commerce com- 
pared with a year ago is a tremendous 
power for good, yet there continues to be 
manifest the same degree of hesitancy in 
general business that has been so conspic- 
uous for the last few months. 

But soon the crop situation will begin 
to be a more potent factor in the situation. 
In fact much depends upon the 1911 crops 
as to our future financial and business 
course, With good crops this business 
situation may right itself without drastic 
and more or less violent liquidation; which 
with any considerable crop failure, a dif- 
ferent situation may confront us. 

Money continues to pile up at financial 
centers at an unusual rate for this period 
of the year and this is especially reflected 
in the conditions of the banks at the cen- 
ters. Complete statistics of the banking 
institutions show some rather notable 
changes which have come about since the 
first of the year. This would indicate a 
movement of country bank funds from the 
West to this reserve center that is very un- 
usual. The western banks for a time were 
not finding as extended a demand for 
money but there is a little better demand 
as the planting season advances, possibly 
due to the tendency of farmers to hold 
their grain. 
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While here and there are found some 
evidences of improvement in _ business, 
bankers see little hope for more than mod- 
erate activity during the remainder of the 
year. Bankers are not pessimistic; at the 
same time they are not enthusiastic in 
their expectation of any sharp improve- 
ment. Business is slow and will continue 
so, is the general view of the situation, 
at the same time it is well not to lose 
sight of the increased capacity of a large 
number of our industrial concerns, a thing 
which may have led many to under-esti- 
mate the volume of business during the 
last few months. 

So far as this market is concerned 
money continues to meet with small de- 
mands and commercial paper has been al- 
most at a standstill. 

The stagnation in the commercial paper 
merket is due to the absence of attractive 
offerings. When brokers are able to offer 
names of exceptional attractiveness the 
paper is turned over rapidly, but little of 
such paper is coming into the market as 
merchants continue cautious and are un- 
able to see a profitable use for additional 
capital. Stocks of paper in brokers’ hands 
seldom have been smaller than they are at 
the present time. One of the surprising 
features of the last month was the failure 
of money rates to harden on the prepara- 
tion for the April 1 requirements. Advices 
from the Northwest continue to reflect a 
fair demand for money for general busi- 
ness purpose with rates. such as to en- 
courage legitimate borrowing with reason- 
able remuneration to banks. 
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Recent developments rather clearly in- 
dicate the conservatism being practiced by 
bankers in extending credit. For some 
time many of the leading bankers have 
felt that before there can be any perma- 
nent industrial improvements there must 
be a considerable liquidation of indebted- 
ness. So far the liquidation has been 
confined to the more or less speculative 
markets and to the natural curtailment of 
credit due to the policy of retrenchment in 
industrial operation. 


But bankers are coming to the conclu- 
sion that in the period of speculation and 
expansion and attendant high prices, the 
buying power of the country have become 
seriously impaired and that the present 
hesitancy all through the country and 
more especially in the middle west is due 
to the exhaustion of our buying power. 
Ordinarily with mercantile stocks as low 
as they are at present, fundamental condi- 
tions would be right for a sustained revival 
in business generally. but this condition of 
merchandise stocks has existed for months 
and little or no progress has been made 
aside from seasonal increase of decrease in 
demands. 


While money is piling up in the banks 
the banker is exercising as great a degree 
of caution in the matter of extending loans 
as he did last summer when he was con- 
serving resources to meet the crop demand. 
In the first place a considerable part of the 
increase in deposits at western reserve cen- 
ters comes from interior banks and may be 
drawn upon at any time. This makes the 
reserve agent more cautious when con- 
ditions are as at the present time. A sud- 
den demand for money at the interior 
might make it uncomfortable for the re- 
serve agent, were he to act otherwise than 
with great conservatism. Especially is this 
true when it is recalled that under our 
banking system country bank balances 
transferred from the interior reserve center 
to the central reserve bank serves to pyra- 
mid deposits without actually increasing 
money reserves. Hence this raises serious 
doubt if the amount of idle money in the 
banks indicated by the reports is anywhere 
near as large as the figures say.

This leads to the question whether the 
liquidation is nearing an end? It may be 
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pertinent to inquire at this time, if there 
is not a more fundamental reason for this 
hesitancy in the business world. Are un- 
derlying conditions fundamentally as 
sound as many are inclined to consider 
them? In other words, is the liquidation 
over, or must it go further before we 
reach a foundation on which to build a sus- 
tained improvement and substantial and 
extended period of prosperity? 


An exceedingly interesting analysis of 
the situation prepared by John Moody co- 
incides with the views that frequently have 
been expressed in these articles. Mr. 
Moody takes the position that before the 
country can enter into any period of real 
extended prosperity there must be a gen- 
eral liquidation of indebtedness, a position 
which seems fundamentally sound. That 
such a liquidation of indebtedness is now 
under way most bankers who study daily 
developments closely concede. How far it 
will go is a question difficult to answer and 
one on which few care to hazard an opin- 
ion. 

An examination of the loan and discount 
item of the abstract of the comptroller’s re- 
port indicates that our indebtedness to 
that class of banks has actually increased 
$125,945,455 in the last year, while it is 
$155,396,698 greater than it was on Jan. 7. 
The total loans and discounts of the 7,216 
national banking institutions in this coun- 
try on March 7 aggregated the high rec- 
ord, $5.558,039,050. No compilation of 
similar indebtedness in the state banks is 
available at this time. But at the end of 
last June the aggregate was $7,066,000,000, 
making the total loans and discounts for 
the national and state banks $12,521,000,- 
000 at a time when the national bank loans 
and discounts were $13,000,000 less than 
they were on March 7. This would seem to 
indicate, in the absence of any other statis- 
tics, that there has not been any general 
liquidation of indebtedness to speak of.

That the country has been through a pe- 
riod of almost unprecedented inflation is 
generally admitted, but the extent of this 
inflation is frequently underestimated. In 
some lines values have been well deflated; 
in others they have not. An idea of the 
extent of the inflation can be gathered 
from the tremendous increase from the vol- 











ume of our bank note circulation. In 1898, 
after the liquidation of indebtedness and 
commodities had run its full course as 
a result of the disturbance attendant upon 
the free silver agitation, the total outstand- 
ing circulation of the national banks was 
$239,515,458. Between June 30 of that year 
and the middle of last year the national 
bank note circulation expanded to $724,- 
874,308, an increase of $485,358,850. While 
a considerable part of this is legitimate ex- 
pansion to meet the requirements of the in- 
creased population, yet a large part is not, 
as is clearly shown by the increase in per 
capita circulation. The per capita circula- 
tion of money in that period expanded 
$9.67. In the same period the ratio of bank 
note circulation to total stock of money in- 
creased 9.97 per cent. The per capita in- 
crease in coin, including bullion in the 
treasury, during this period was slightly in 
excess of 64 per cent, while the per capita 
bank note circulation has been doubled, 
with 65 per cent to spare. In other words, 
it was $2.98 in 1898, while last June it was 
$7.79 per capita, 165 per cent larger. This 
doubtless has been a big factor in causing 
high prices. 

Frequent comparisons are made between 
the present situation and the early part of 
1904 and 1908, showing some very striking 
parallels, which on the surface seemed to 
point toward the completion of the current 
period of liquidation. But are these par- 
allels more than superficial? Mr. Moody 
takes the position that they are not. In- 
terest rates in 1904 and 1908 were as low 
as they are now, the volume of trade was 
small as now, commodity prices had under- 
gone a reaction as now, but the significance 
of low interest rates depends entirely upon 
the cause of their decline. 

In other words, rates of interest are gov- 
erned by the demand for capital and the 
demand for capital in turn rises and falls 
with the volume of business of all kinds. 
When the volume of business is reduced 
as a result of the practice of economy and 
follows the completion of liquidation low 
interest rates foreshadow improvement in 
both trade and security. But does this 
follow when the volume of business is re- 
duced, not by the practice of economy, but 
by high operating cost and the exhaustion 
of the supplies of liquid capital, following 
a period of overexpansion and general ex- 
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travagance? Presumably not. It will be 
seen, therefore that it is unsafe to assume 
that present low level of interest rates 
proves that general liquidation is nearing 
completion, unless it is established that 
the volume of business has been reduced 
by the liquidation of debts by widespread 
economizing rather than by overborrowing 
extravagance.

It will not do to conclude that when 
commodities and merchandise have been 
liquidated the trade situation is sound and 
that the sustained improvement is inevi- 
table. In other words, because merchants 
are carrying small stocks of merchandise 
and railroads are purchasing small amounts 
of rails and equipment and because visible 
supplies generally are small, it is not safe 
to conclude that we must be on the eve 
of a buying movement leading to more ac- 
tive trade and greater prosperity. 

As Mr. Moody rather clearly points out, 
buying movements are not inaugurated by 
means of empty shelves in warehouses, but 
rather by virtue of the possession of cap- 
ital with which to make purchases. Empty 
shelves will not be filled if the consumer 
and his representatives, the wholesaler and 
retailer, do not possess capital to carry on 
a buying movement. That a long period 
of extravagance has depleted this buying 
power may be inferred from the land spec- 
ulation, excessive imports of luxuries, pur- 
chases of automobiles, enormous expend- 
itures in new buildings, investment of liquid 
capital in new and, for the present, unpro- 
ductive projects, such as irrigation enter- 
prises, utility companies in newer com- 
munities and a general disposition to be 
lavish with money and credit.

With the buying power curtailed the liq- 
uidation of commodities and merchandise 
alone can scarcely lay the foundation for a 
sustained improvement in trade. The 
kinds of liquidation which must necessarily 
lay such a foundation and which must 
occur before that foundation can be laid 
is the liquidation of debts. When there 
has been a general reduction of indebted- 
ness there will exist the purchasing power 
upon which to base a long-continued up- 
ward movement in both general trade and 
security prices.

Five additional directors of the branch of 
the local association would then be elected 
by the fifteen directors already chosen. 
These additional five directors shall fairly 
represent “ the industrial, commercial, agri- 
cultural, and other interests of the districts, 
and shall not be officers of banks.” 


The manager of the branch shall be 
ex officio a member of this board and shall 
act as chairman. In this way the direc- 
torate of the branch of the Reserve Associ- 
ations shall have a membership equal in 
number to double the number of local asso- 
ciations represented in each branch district. 
In the case cited there would be thirty 
directors altogether, excluding the manager 
of the branch. 


Directors of the Reserve Association 


This is the only directorate of those pro- 
vided in the three separate organizations 
mentioned in Senator Aldrich’s plan where 
the membership of the board is fixed at a 
definite number. Each local association 
is permitted to name in its by-laws the 
number of directors that it will have, each 
directorate of a branch of the Reserve 
Association of America is to have a mem- 
bership that shall be double the number 
of local associations represented in a branch 
district. 


In the case of the directorate of the 
Reserve Association of America, which 
will, in some respects, be the most influ- 
ential board of directors in the United 
States, the strength of the board is defi- 
nitely fixed at twenty-five members. Posi- 
tions on this board would be sought by 
the most representative men in finance, 
trade, and industry, just as the honor of 
being named a director of the Bank of 
England is considered to be an ambition 
worthy of all Englishmen. Directors on 
such a board would unquestionably act 
with the highest sense of responsibility 
for the people as a whole and not for their 
own or any special interests. The dignity 
of such a board would be almost akin to 
that attaching to the membership of the 
United States Supreme Court. The board 
would be truly representative of the coun- 


try’s highest interests. There are plenty 
of men in various sections of the United 
States whose ability and high sense of 


public duty fully equip them for just such 
tasks. 


Getting down to plain facts, the board 
would be made up as follows: Six mem- 
bers, consisting of the governor of the 
Reserve Association of America, two 
deputy governors, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor, and the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency; fifteen members, elected by the 
board of directors of each branch of the 
Reserve Association. Each of the fifteen 
branch boards or districts is entitled to elect 
one director of this central organization. 
Twelve members elected by the voting 
representatives of each branch district. That 
is to say, each voting representative shall cast 
a number of votes equal to the number of 
shares of stock of the Reserve Association 
held by all the banks in his special district. 
Twelve members, elected by the thirty 
three directors already chosen. These 
additional directors shall not be officers 
of any bank, but shall “fairly represent 


the industrial, commercial, agricultural, 


and other interests of the country.”” That 
is to say, the men thus selected would be 
the highest-grade business men and 
financiers in the United States, whose 
reputation and business career afforded 
abundant promise for efficient service in 
the interests of the whole United States. 
—forty-five members in all, composing 
the total board of directors of the Reserve 
Association of America. Such a board 
would not be at all unwieldy. Several 
banks in the United States have direc- 
torates almost as large, but none certainly 
would be able to command the service of 
so many representative men located in 
different communities. It would doubt- 
less be wise to stipulate that the members 
of the executive committee should be 
taken from the directors of the Reserve 
Association. 


Executive Officers of the Reserve Association 


The concensus of opinion among bankers 
is that this clause should be modified so as 
to give the directors power to appoint and 
to remove the governor of the Reserve 
Association of America and his two depu- 
ties. There is good reason why this should 
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be done, since it is fair to assume that the 
forty-five directors would be in a better 
position to pick out a competent man for 
that very important position than would 
be the President of the United States. 
Besides this, it must be remembered that 
the Reserve Association of America, 
although acting as fiscal agent for the 
United States Government, is not a 
government bank in the sense that the 
great central banks of Europe are. It is 
primarily a bank of banks, and for that 
reason the banks rather than the govern- 
ing officers should have it to say who the 
executive officers should be. 


Executive Officers of Branches 


The officers of the branches of the 
Reserve Association of America would 
be favorably located for keeping in close 
touch with conditions prevailing in their 
respective branch districts. They would 
be of the greatest possible service in report- 
ing to the governor of the Reserve Asso- 
ciation of America about conditions exist- 
ing in their territory and about the genera] 
position of the banks under their juris- 
diction. Their work could be made of the 
highest possible importance. 


Functions of the Local Associations 


This is probably the most effective 
means ever proposed for bringing about 
thoroughly efficient co-operation between 
the banks of the United States. These 
local associations would be of great benefit 
to the country banks and to those isolated 
from one another which have no clearing- 
house organization to fall back on and 
nothing but the indirect assistance fur- 
nished through the various state bankers’ 
organizations. It has been urged that 
the facilities of these local associations 
would be availed of chiefly in times of 
panic and business depression. They 
could, however, become of much greater 
usefulness, but until the organization was 
perfected it would be impossible to forecast 
the extent of their activities. 

Those familiar with the serious difficulties 
encountered by the country banks during 
the troubled times of 1907 will realize the 
very great assistance that could be ren- 
dered by such co-operative organizations 
whose machinery could be instantly se 
in motion in a situation calling for relie 
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measures of the kind that were finally 
resorted to four years ago. The point to’ 
remember is that such assistance could be 
brought into play at the first sign of real 
disturbance and before any panic had 
developed at all. 


When it is remembered how few com- 
munities, in comparison with the total 
number served by the national banks of 
the United States, possess any clearing- 
house facilities whatever, the wisdom of 
providing such machinery will be apparent 
to depositors everywhere. Senator Al- 
drich has made it obligatory upon all 
banks—in city or country alike—affiliated 
with the Reserve Association of America 
to join the local association in their own 
special districts. 


Functions of the Reserve Association 


This shows that the Reserve Association 
of America must serve all banks alike. 
There is no possibility for favoritism being 
shown to any bank or to any class of banks, 
as the proposed act is drawn specifically 
in the interests of all banks, both large 
and small, which thus come into co-op- 
eration with one another. 


That the organization will be operated 
on a co-operative basis pure and simple is 
evident from the fact that none but the 
government of the United States and the 
banks which are the sole owners of the 


Reserve Association of America shall 
deposit funds with it. The Reserve Asso- 
ciation will offer no competition whatever 
to the other banks or interfere in the slight- 
est degree with the operations of existing 
institutions except as concerns the taking 
over of most of the public deposits. 
Inasmuch as the treasury of the United 
States has now less than $50,000,000 in 
the banks, the surrender of these deposits 
will be really a very small matter. Besides 
this, it is probable that the government 
will be forced to carry some money in the 
banks, especially at points where the 
Reserve Association has no _ branches. 
There are only fifteen cities which are to ° 
have branches of the association. It is 
evident, therefore, that the banks which 
avail themselves of this organization will 
receive vastly greater benefits in exchange 
for the surrender of these paltry public 
deposits. 
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This provision is certainly explicit. It 
ought to put an end for all time to the 
suggestion that the Reserve Association 
would take away deposits from the banks 
in the sixteen cities where its head office 
and its branch offices are located. 


It cannot be emphasized too strongly 
that the very essence of the Aldrich plan 
is the co-operation that it affords for all 
the banks. The Reserve Association will 
be in no sense a competitive bank and never 
can be. Its operations are distinctly 
limited. Besides this its activities are 
also very clearly defined. It will be 
to the whole United States what the 
great clearing-house organizations of New 
York, Chicago, St. Louis, and other cities 
are to their respective cities. In addition 
it will do a great deal more than any 
clearing-house organization is permitted to 
do under existing laws. Let it be reit- 
erated again that the Reserve Association 
is primarily a bank of banks. It is the 


country’s bank or the people’s bank rather 
than a government bank. 


These facilities are certainly what the 
business interests of the United States most 
need. They are supplied to the banks 
of every other nation whose commercial 
prestige is at all comparable with that of 
the United States. The plan is perfectly 
simple and while its adoption may bring 
about some readjustment of business 
methods, there is no doubt that the class 
of bills described would soon come into 
general use and become common instru- 
ments of credit. 

It has been urged that the first sentence 
of the paragraph (in section 17) should be 
amended so as to read as follows: “The 
Reserve Association may rediscount notes 
and bills of exchange for and with the 
endorsement of any bank having a deposit 
with it, of such notes as it may have dis- 
counted for its customers, rediscounted for 
their banks, or purchased through com- 
mercial-paper brokers, the proceeds of 
which have been used for commercial, 
industrial, or agricultural purposes and 
not for carrying stocks, bonds, or other 
investment securities.” 


This amendment is highly desirable in 
the judgment of some of the best-known 
bankers in the United States who have 
carefully studied the provision. It would 
broaden the scope of the assistance 


rendered, while not in the least impairing 
the security of the paper or making avail- 
able other notes than those, ‘the proceeds 
of which have been used for commercial, 
industrial, or agricultural purposes.” 


Such facilities at the command of the 
banks of the United States must inevitably 
mean for business men a wider command 
of credit. It is important to realize also 
that this credit would be available at a 
lower average cost than is possible now 
under present conditions. The proposed 
system would save the country from the 
disturbance incident to the abnormally 
violent advance in money rates and such 
periods of acute tension as often make 
it difficult for the banks to give their mer- 
cantile customers the accommodation that 
they vitally need. 


One of the most radical defects of our 
present currency system is the more or 
less governing influence in the money mar- 
ket of the Wall Street rate for stock- 
exchange call loans to borrowers on specu- 
lative collateral. Under these conditions 
the requirements of speculators in secur- 
ities virtually fix the rate for commercial 
credit. It is surely a determining factor 
in the question whether such credit shall 
be granted freely or with the utmost 
restriction. One of the chief advantages 
in Senator Aldrich’s whole plan is that no- 
where in the elaborate scheme for discount 
facilities is there the slightest provision 
for the use of stocks, bonds, or stock- 
exchange collateral as a basis for credit. 
In Section 19, where the Reserve Associa- 
tion is given permission to discount the 
direct obligation of a depositing bank, the 
local association endorsing the application 
must be protected “by the pledging or 
depositing with it of satisfactory securi- 
ties.’ But this applies to emergency 
credits pure and simple. It is, therefore, 
perfectly true that no stock-exchange 
collateral could ever, under Senator Ald- 
rich’s proposal, become available as secur- 
ity for discount from the Reserve Asso- 
ciation. 


This feature cannot be emphasized too 
strongly as the adoption of the proposal 
made by Senator Aldrich would unques- 
tionably mean the substitution in the 
United States of a well-organized system 
of credit banking for the present defective 
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and dangerous system of stock-exchange 
banking. 


Uniform Discount Rate 


“The rate of discount of the Reserve As- 
sociation, which shall be uniform through- 
out the United States, shall be fixed from 
time to time by the executive committee 
and duly published.” 


In other words, the banks of the United 
States would, with the facilities of the 
proposed system at their command, 
operate with the safeguards of a well-or- 
ganized discount market just as the great 
banks of Europe do. The rate of dis- 
count fixed by the Reserve Association 
would soon exert the influence upon the 
money market that the Bank of England’s 
minimum discount rate does in the London 
money market, and for that matter, 
throughout Europe. It would be of the 
greatest benefit to the business interests 
of the United States. There is no doubt 
but that it would lead to greater uniform- 
ity in the charges for credit and ultimately 
to a reduction in the price of money. In 
this connection it is well to remember that 
such advantages as are provided by the 
Reserve Association of America would 
mean more stable rates for all classes of 
borrowers. One of the most vital ad- 
vantages of the whole system would be 
the facilities afforded the individual banks 
for lending their money to mercantile 
borrowers at reasonable rates instead of 
forcing the banks to make very large ad- 
vances to borrowers on stock-exchange 
collateral at New York. Under the pres- 
ent system the banks are forced often 
times to put out very large sums in Wall 
Street because there is no other market 
offering equal facilities for short-term 
loans. With the discount facilities of the 
Reserve Association of America at their 
disposal, however, it would be possible 
for the banks, under Senator Aldrich’s 
system, to offer very much broader dis- 
count facilities to their mercantile custom- 
ers for the reason that they would always 
have the Reserve Association of America 
to fall back on as a means for rediscount- 
ing notes. 


To Purchase Acceptances 


“The Reserve Association may, when- 
ever its own condition and the general 
financial conditions warrant such invest- 


ment, purchase to a limited amount from 
a depositing bank acceptances of banks or 
houses of unquestioned financial responsi- 
bility. Such acceptances must arise from 
commercial transactions and have a ma- 
turity not exceeding 90 days, and must be 
of a character generally known in the 
market as prime bills. Such acceptances 
shall also bear the indorsement of the 
a bank selling the same, which 
indorsement must be other than that of 
the acceptor.” 

This provision might be availed of to 
advantage at times and would conceivably 
be of great usefulness for the banks. It 
is to be noted, however, that the “prime 
bills” referred to must be based on genuine 
commercial transactions and must also be 
fully endorsed. 


May Buy Securities 


“The Reserve Association may invest in 
United States bonds and in short-term 
obligations—that is, obligations having 
not more than one year to run—of the 
United States, or of any state, or of cer- 
tain foreign governments to be named in 
the act. The Reserve Association shall 
have power at home and abroad to deal in 
gold coin or bullion, to grant loans there- 
on, and to contract for loans of gold coin 
or bullion, giving, when necessary, accept- 
able security for their repayment.” 


None but the highest-grade securities— 
those issued by the United States, by the 
state, or by a foreign government—may 
be purchased by the Reserve Association 
of America. There is no loop-hole pro- 
vided anywhere for the purchase of stock- 
exchange securities, or any other issues 
than those herein specified. 


It is also of the highest importance that 
the Reserve Association should be permit- 
ted to deal in gold and to make loans there- 
on. On various occasions in recent years, 
notably during the panic period of 1907, 
the Bank of England has found it con- 
venient to borrow gold from the Bank of 
France. Had such an organization as the 
Reserve Association of America been in 
operation in the United States during the 
disturbance of four years ago it would have 
rendered invaluable service and perhaps have 
saved the people immense hardships. It 
would certainly have afforded a con- 
venient means for bringing over immense 
supplies of gold from the other side.

The Holston National Bank of Knoxville, 
Tenn., has outgrown its banking quarters 
and has decided to erect a handsome new 
home. 


James De Peyster Lynch has succeeded 
James S. Sherman, Vice-President of the 
United States, as Vice-President of the 
Utica City National Bank of Utica, N. Y. 

The American Trust & Savings Bank of 
Birmingham, Ala., contemplates the erec- 
tion of an eighteen-story steel fireproof 
bank and office building on the site of its 
present location. 


Robert Sohlberg has succeeded U. C. Guss 
in the presidency of the Guthrie National 
Bank of Guthrie, Okla. Mr. Sohlberg has 
heretofore been Cashier, to which office F. 
M. McDonald has now been chosen. 


Robert E. Budlong has been elected a Vice- 
President of the Atlantic National Bank of 
Providence, R. I., to succeed the late James 
S. Kenyon. James E. Sullivan and Edwin 
O. Chase have become directors of the in- 
stitution. 


The Planters’ & Mechanics’ Bank of 
Oklahoma City, Okla., closed its doors on 
April and is in charge of the State Bank- 
ing Board. It had a capital of $50,000 and 
the deposits at the time of its last report 
are given as $390,000. 


Frank Hervey Pettingell, a member of 
the Colorado Mining Stock Exchange, has 
issued the Cripple Creek Hand Book for 
1911 giving statements and information of 
companies listed on the Colorado Springs 
Exchange. 

The Commercial & Farmers’ National 
Bank of Baltimore, has been formally 
placed in voluntary liquidation by its 
stockholders. The business of the institu- 
tion was merged in March with the Na- 
tional Bank of Baltimore. 

The last statement of the Third National 
Bank of Sedalia, Missouri, shows resources 
of nearly a million dollars and deposits of 
over seven hundred thousand. H. W. 
Harris is President and W. A. Latimer, 
Cashier of this growing institution. 

Farson, Son & Co., have purchased in 
joint account with J. S. Bache & Co., New 
York City, $600,000 Ann Arbor Railroad 
Co., two year 5 per cent secured gold notes 
due May 1, 1913, which they are offering 
at 99 and interest to net 5.50 per cent. 


The Corn Exchange National Bank of 
Philadelphia plans to enlarge its quarters 
through the erection of an addition to the 
building occupied by it at Second and 
Chestnut streets. For this purpose the 
bank has acquired adjoining property at 
123-25 Chestnut Street, for which it is said 
to have paid $69,000. 

Herman F. Wolf, heretofore Cashier of 
the Wisconsin National Bank of Milwaukee, 
has succeeded Charles E. Arnold as Second 
Vice-President. Mr. Wolf’s successor in 
the cashiership is L. G. Bournique who ad- 
vances from the office of Assistant Cashier. 
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James E. Combs has been elected to 
succeed Ernest C. Hartwig as Cashier of 
the First National Bank of Buchanan 
County at St. Joseph, Mo. Mr. Combs had 
for some years been Cashier of the Illinois 
State Trust Co., Bank of East St. Louis, 
Ill. 

Authority to pay a 50 per cent. dividend 
to the creditors of the failed Northern 
Bank of New York City, has been granted 
to State Superintendent of Banks Chency 
by Supreme Court Justice Blanchard. The 
approved claims aggregate about $5,000,- 
000. 

Adam P. Leighton has become president 
of the Chapman National Bank of Port- 
land, Me., succeeding Seth L. Larrabee. 
Henry B. Pennell replaces Mr. Leighton as 
Vice-President, and Charles S. Chase has 
also been chosen to a vice-presidency of the 
bank. 

Charles E. Meek, Secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men, has been 
appointed an Assistant Cashier of the 
Fourth National Bank of New York City. 
Mr. Meek will have general supervision of 
the secretaryship of the Credit Men’s As- 
sociation until the naming of his successor 
at the annual meeting in June. 

George S. Terry, Assistant Treasurer of 
the United States, at New York, died re- 
cently at Aiken, S. C. Mr. Terry has been 
in ill-health for some time, and had gone 
to Florida in the hope of recuperating. 
About the middle of April he started for 
New York but was obliged to discontinue 
the trip when he reached Aiken. 

The last statement of the First National 
Bank of Cleveland, O., is worthy of note. 
The deposits of this old bank (founded 
1863), are near the thirty million dollar 
mark, its capital and surplus being nearly 
four millions. John Sherwin is the pres- 
ident of the bank and C. E. Farnsworth the 
cashier, both of whom are well known 
bankers. 

A. L. Holmes is Cashier and M. J. Gabriel, 
Assistant Cashier of The Lyons Savings Bank 
of Lyons, Iowa, while in the First National 
Bank these two officers change places, Mr. 
Gabriel being Cashier and Mr. Holmes As- 


sistant. The combined deposits of these 
two prosperous institutions is in the neigh- 
borhood of two million dollars. 

The First National Bank of Ottawa, IIl., 
in its last statement of conditions shows 
capital $100,000, surplus $175,000, un- 
divided profits $52,000, deposits $2,000,000 
and calls attention to the fact that on 
March 7th, each year since 1904, it has 
shown an increase in deposits, the increase 
during this period being 100 per cent. 

The deposits of the First National Bank 
of Birmingham, Ala., have increased over 
$300,000 since the January call, and on 
March 7 totaled $10,310,000. This institu- 
tion, of which W. P. G. Harding is the well- 
known head, is the largest in the Southern 
States, outside of New Orleans, having a 
capital of $1,500,000, surplus and profits 
of $1,496,034 and resources of $14,197,735. 

The Huntington County Bank of Hunt- 
ington, Indiana, of which E. B. Ayres is 
President and H. L. Emley, Vice-President 
and Cashier, shows deposits of nearly 
$650,000. This bank has a capital of one 
hundred thousand and surplus and profits 
of seventy thousand. Both Mr. Ayres and 
Mr. Emley are among the most prominent 
bankers in the State. 

George L. Ramsey who for a number of 
years has been President of the Union Bank 
and Trust Company of Montana at Helena 
resigned that position and was elected 
Chairman of the Board of Directors. S. Me- 
Kennan was elected President, A. P. Cur- 
tin and Frank Bogart were made Vice-Pres- 
idents, R. O. Kaufman, Cashier and Secre- 
tary, and C. B. Pfeifer, Assistant Cashier. 

The National Bank of Commerce of De- 
troit is now installed in its new home in 
the Union Trust Building, in the quarters 
formerly occupied by the American Trust 
prior to the merger of that bank with the 
old Detroit National. This move has been 
made necessary by the expansion of the 
business of the National Bank of Commerce 
which required more tellers’ window space. 

A bill requiring the National Monetary 
Commission to make its final report to 
Congress not later than Dec. 4, and provid- 
ing for the termination on Dec. 5 of the 
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existence of the Commission was introduced 
by Senator Cummins on April 13. The 
Monetary Commission was named under 
the provisions of the Aldrich-Vreeland 
Currency Act, passed in 1908 which expires 
on June 30, 1914. 

The Saginaw County Savings Bank and 
the Bank of Saginaw. two of the principal 
banks of Saginaw, Mich., have been con- 
solidated. Through this merger the Bank 
of Saginaw as the new institution will be 
known, will have a capital of $500,000 and 
a surplus and undivided profits of about 
$700,000. The deposits now reach $10,000,- 
000. The consolidated bank is planning to 
build an $80,000 building. 

The Lowry National Bank of Atlanta, 
Ga., in its last report shows deposits of 
nearly five million dollars. This old bank 
has the largest capital and surplus of any 
bank in Georgia and was organized in 1861. 
The active officers are Robert J. Lowry, 
President; Thos. D. Meador, Vice-President ; 
Joseph T. Orme, Vice-President; Henry W. 
Davis, Cashier, and E. A. Bancker, Jr., Asst. 
Cashier. 

The Fort Dearborn National Bank of 
Chicago now occupies its own building, the 
edifice constructed at the northeast corner 
of Clark and Monroe Street by the Amer- 
ican Trust & Savings bank some three years 
ago. The Fort Dearborn Trust & Savings 


sank has been organized and opened for 
business on the street floor of the building, 
the Fort Dearborn National occupying the 
banking floors above. 


The People’s National Bank of Charles- 
ton, S. C., has moved to its new building. 
which is said to be the first sky-scraper in 
that city. The building is Italian renais- 
sance design, built of South Carolina gran- 
ite and buff colored brick. The interior 
finishings are of English veined marble with 
verde antique marble bases and the floor is 
of Georgia marble. R. G. Rhett, Mayor of 
Charleston, is president of the bank, E. H. 
Sparkman is vice-president and E. P. Grice 
is cashier. 

A. E. Walker has been named by 
Governor O’Neal of Alabama as Superin- 
tendent of the State Banking Department 
under the newly enacted law creating the 
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office. The legislation providing for the 
new department, headed by a superintend- 
ent, results from the efforts of the Alabama 
Bankers’ Association, which convened in 
January in order that the bill to this end, 
prepared by its legislative committee, 
might be presented to the Legislature for 
action at its current session. 

Owing to the increase in the business 
and the consequent increase in the working 
force of the Sterling Debenture Corpo- 
ration of New York City, that company 
has moved into its own building at 135 
East Sixteenth Street, just east of Union 
Square, where it will occupy three entire 
floors. The Executive, Advertising, Ed- 
itorial, Accounting, Corresponding, Typing 
and Mailing departments will now all be 
located together, making it possible to 
render even better service than in the past. 

In the report of the Marine National 
Bank, of Milwaukee, which appeared in the 
January 1911 Edition of the Rand MeNally 
Bankers Directory, the names of Arthur 
H. Lindsay, Vice-President and Edward H. 
Williams, Cashier, were transposed showing 
Mr. Williams as Vice-president and Mr. 
Lindsay as Cashier. This strong bank 
points with pride to the fact that it has 
been in continuous business since 1839. 
safely weathering all the storms of seventy- 
two years and showing a continuous healthy 
growth. 


Thirty-two state banks of Oklahoma 
changed to the system during 
March. The more important of these is 
the conversion of the Noble State Bank, 
Okla., to the First National Bank of Noble; 
the Oklahoma State Bank of Chickasha to 
the Oklahoma National Bank; the Bank 
of Commerce of Tulsa to the National 
Bank of Commerce; the Bank of Oklahoma 
at Tulsa to the Oklahoma National Bank; 
the Okmulgee State Bank of Okmulgee to 
the Exchange National Bank; and the 
Lawton State Bank to the Lawton Na- 
tional Bank.

Some idea of the extent of the fiduciary 
business in New York City can be obtained 
by taking the Mercantile Trust Company 
of which William C. Poillon is President, 
as an example of one of the large repre- 
sentative trust companies which have the 
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facilities to cater to this class of business. 
On March 1, this year, $851,000,000 of 
securities were held in trust by that com- 
pany for individuals and corporations 
through its trust department, and the same 
company was trustee under existing cor- 
porate mortgages amounting to $1,619,000,- 
000. 


The election of Charles D. Norton as a 
Vice-President of the First National Bank 
of New York, occurred April 11. Mr. 
Norton withdrew a month ago as Secretary 
to President Taft, to enter the bank’s 
management. Prior to becoming the Pres- 
ident’s secretary on June 1, 1910, he had 
for a year served as an Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. In the First 
National he succeeds Thomas W. Lamont, 
who resigned in January to enter the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. The directors of 
the bank have appointed F. D. Bartow and 
F. G. Walton as Assistant Cashiers. 


The details of the tenth annual report of 
the National Bank of Cuba (head office, 
Havana), pnesented at the annual meeting 
on Feb. 15, have been issued in pamphlet 
form. The total assets of the institution 
reached $33,278,303 on Dee. 31, 1910, 
having increased more than 24 per cent. 
during the year. The deposits, at $22,310,- 
246 (exclusive of $2,112,338 due to banks 
and bankers), show an increase over last 
year of $6,800,000 or more than 43 per 
cent. The regular 8 per cent annual div- 
idend was paid, and the surplus increased 
to $1,000,000, leaving $51,782 in undivided 
profits. 


The old Marine National Bank of Buffalo, 
in its last statement shows resources of over 
thirty million dollars. This bank was 
founded in 1850 and has the distinction of 
being the largest bank in New York State 
outside of New York City. In spite of the 
fact that Buffalo is not a reserve city for 
National Banks, the Marine carries nearly 
five million dollars of deposits of banks. 
The present officers to whom much of the 
success of this bank is due are: S. M. Cle- 
ment, President; J. J. Albright and John 
H. Lascelles, Vice-Presidents; Clifford Hub- 
bell, Cashier; Henry J. Auer and Norman 
P. Clement, Asst. Cashiers. 


A banquet in honor of James G. Cannon, 
president of the Fourth National Bank, 
New York City, was given recently at the 
Union League Club, of New York, by 
twenty-two graduates of the bank, many 
of whom now have important positions in 
other financial institutions. A testimonial 
expressing the appreciation of those who 
had served with him was presented to 
President Cannon. The other guests of the 
evening were the following officers of the 
Fourth National: Samuel 8. Campbell and 
Charles H. Patterson, Vice-Presidents; 
Daniel J. Rogers, Cashier, and Ernest W. 
Davenport, Assistant Cashier. 


W. C. Powell has resigned from the 
presidency of the Fourth National Bank 
of Jacksonville, Fla. Mr. Powell will con- 
tinue as a director. John E. Harris, the 
well known Vice-President of the Flynn- 
Harris-Bullard Company, was elected to 
succeed him. John H. Powell, Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Flynn-Harris-Bullard Com- 
pany, and one of the most successful Naval 
Stores operators of this State, continues as 
Vice-President. Oscar E. Dooly, formerly 
Cashier of the American National Bank of 
Macon, Ga., and Vice-president of the 
Continental Trust Company of the same 
city was also elected a Vice-President. 


Under the, authority of its stockholders, 
the Hamilton National Bank of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., will increase its capital from 
$500,000 to $1,000,000. The enlarged 
capital will become operative on June 1. 
The proposed issue is offered to the present 
shareholders at $140 per share, but the 
price to outsiders will be $150. The stock- 
holders have also approved steps to repur- 
chase the banking property now in course 
of erection at Seventh and Market streets, 
which was taken over a year ago by the 
Hamilton Safe Deposit Co., a corporation 
formed for erecting and holding the build- 
ing. The Hamilton National will become 
the owner of the property on June 1.

The resignation of Lewis A. Battaile as 
a vice-president of the Mechanics’-Amer- 
ican National Bank of St. is an- 
nounced, his withdrawal being occasioned 
by ill-health. With the formation of the 


Louis 
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Mechanics’-American National in 1905, Mr. 
Battaile served first as its Cashier, later 
advancing to a vice-presidency. Frank O. 
Hicks was elected to succeed Mr. Battaile 
as vice-president, and assumed his new 
office April 1. Mr. Hicks, who has for 
some years been a national bank examiner, 
retires as Chairman of the group of ex- 
aminers known as the Eighth District, with 
headquarters in St. Louis. 


One of Ohio’s largest and most pro- 
gressive banks is the Fifth—Third National 
Bank of Cincinnati, whose combined capital, 
surplus and profits amount to four and one- 
half million. The last statement of this 
bank shows total resources of over twenty- 
five million dollars and deposits of nearly 
nineteen millions, of which nearly nine 
million is deposits of banks, showing that 
the officers of this bank, among whom are 
Chas. A. Hinsch, President; Edward A. 
Seiter, Vice-President, and Monte J. Goble, 
Cashier, are awake to the advantages ac- 
cruing to their bank by offering valuable 
service to the country banker. 


The First National Bank of Mattoon, 
Ill., organized in 1865 and the Mattoon 
National Bank chartered on May 1874, 
have arranged to consolidate, the name of 
the new institution not having been chosen 
as yet. The merger will become effective 
according to present arrangement, about 
July 1. The new bank will have deposits 
close to $1,500,000 judging from the last 
statement of the individual institutions. 
President C. E. Wilson of the Mattoon 
National it is understood will retire, but 
the official. staffs of both banks will con- 
tinue as officers of the consolidated insti- 
tution, which will occupy the building now 
being erected by the Mattoon National 
Bank. 


The Continental & Commercial Trust & 
Savings Bank of Chicago last month moved 
from its old quarters in the American Trust 
Bldg., to the first floor of the Continental 
& Commercial Bank Bldg., at Clark and 
Adams Streets. This building will house 
the Continental & Commercial National and 
Continental Trust & Savings Bank until 
the new building on the present site of the 
Rand MeNally Bldg. is completed. The 


Continental & Commercial interests are 
planning to build a 20-story banking and 
office building covering the entire block 
from Fifth Avenue to La Salle Street from 
Adams Street to Quincy. This building it 
is expected will be ready for occupancy 
some time the latter part of 1912. 


Your attention has been called in an- 
other column to a typographical error in 
the statement of the Bank of Commerce 
and Trust Company of Memphis, Tenn., as 
it appeared in the January Bankers’ Direct- 
ory. This strong and progressive old bank 
has a capital of $1,500,000, combined sur- 
plus and profits of $900,000, one hundred 
and fifty thousand of which is “Net earn- 
ings from July 1, 1910, to Dec. 31, 1910,” 
an unusually attractive showing from the 
stockholders’ point of view. The deposits 
of this bank amount to over ten million. 
T. O. Vinton is President, R. B. Snowden 
and E. L. Rice, Vice-Presidents; L. S. Gwyn, 
Cashier; and L. Price, F. S. Omberg and 
L. A. Thornton, Assistant Cashiers. Mr. 
James H. Fisher is Secretary of the Com- 
pany. 


A report of the affairs of the State Na- 
tional Bank of New Orleans was presented 
to its shareholders on April by the com- 
mittee representing the Clearing House 
which was named in 1908 to conduct the 
voluntary liquidation of the bank. The 
closing of the institution was due to the 
large withdrawals which occurred follow- 
ing the resignation of its President, William 
Adler, who has since been ‘convicted of 
misapplying its funds. The depositors 
were paid in full long since by the Clear- 
ing House, and the final obligation to the 
latter was discharged a few weeks ago, 
thus it is stated, wiping out all outside in- 
debtedness. There are, it is stated, remain- 
ing assets of a face value of $800,000 which 
will be utilize’ for the stockholders. The 
capital at the time the bank entered 
liquidation proceedings was $300,000. 


After fourteen consecutive years as the 
president of the Baltimore Clearing House, 
President Charles C. Homer, of the Second 
National Bank of Baltimore, declined to 
serve longer as the head of the association, 
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so Charles T. Crane of the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ National Bank was elected Pres- 
ident; Waldo Newcomer, of the National 
Exchange Bank, Vice-president; and Wil- 
liam Winchester, of the National Union 
Bank, Secretary; Executive committee, 
Douglas H. Thomas, Chairman; John B. 
Ramsay, Eugene Levering, Harry B. Wil- 
cox, and William H. O’Connell. Mr. Crane 
is one of the best known and most popular 
men in the banking fraternity of Baltimore. 
Born in Richmond, Va., he went to Balti- 
more and became a clerk with William 
Crane & Sons in 1858. In 1887 he became 
cashier of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
National Bank, and was elected president 
in 1900. 


Changes with respect to the proposed 
reduction in the capital of the Colonial 
Trust Company of Pittsburgh have been 
ratified by the stockholders of the insti- 
tution. The plan approved concerns the 
segregation of the stock of the Columbia 
National Bank and the Germania Savings 
Bank from that of the Colonial Trust 
Company and under the readjustment 
arranged each of these institutions will be 
conducted as a separate organization with 
individual stockholders instead of the 
Colonial Trust Company being the single 
stockholder. Each stockholder of the 
Colonial Trust will hold three certificates, 
one each for the Colonial Trust, the 
Columbia National Bank and the Germania 
Savings Bank. The basis for the readjust- 
ment of the stock is $200 per share for 
that of the Colonial Trust, $240 for that of 
the Columbia National and $621 for that 
of the Germania Savings Bank. The change 
became operative April 1. 


The Mellon National Bank, which by its 
latest statement showed a capital of 
$4,000,000 and a surplus fund of $3,300,000, 
has declared a stock dividend to its share- 
holders of fifty per cent. of its capital from 
the surplus fund, making the present capital 
six million dollars-and leaving $1,300,000 in 
the surplus. The surplus fund, prior to the 
increase, represented the earnings of the 
bank since its organization under the 
national system, July 1, 1902, exclusive of 
eash dividends paid which amounted to 
$1,200,000 for the same period. The capital 


stock of this bank was increased from 
$2,000,000 to $4,000,000 by a cash sub- 
scription at par Jan. 1, 1905. The Direct- 
ors of the Mellon National are: Alva C. 
Dinkey, William H. Donner, John B. Fin- 
ley, Henry C. Fownes, William N. Frew, 
Henry C. Frick, Benjamin F. Jones, Jr., 
Alfred C. Knox, James H. Lockhart, J. Mar- 
shall Lockhart, Thomas Lynch, Henry C.

Since Jan. 7, the deposits of the United 
States National Bank of Portland, Ore., 
have increased from $10,488,282 to $10.- 
992,477, the latter being the amount shown 
in the new statement of March 7.

565. The capital is $1,000,000, the surplus 
$500,000 and the undivided profits $355,399. 
The institution is ably officered by J. C. 
Ainsworth, President; R. Lea Barnes, Vice- 
President; R. W. Schmeer, Cashier; A. M. 
Wright and W. A. Holt, Assistant Cashiers.

“ington Bankers’ Association in an announce- 
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ment with regard to the work of the Legis- 
lative Committee of the: Association, has 
the following to say: 


“The Legislative Committee, under the 
chairmanship of George B. Burke, presented 
to the 1911 session of the Legislature the 
various bills recommended at the 1910 Con- 
vention, and succeeded in securing a favor- 
able vote on practically every measure in 
the Senate; the House, however, unfortu- 
nately declined to concur, with a result that 
no changes have been made in the State 
Banking Law, and the Banking Act of 1907 
as amended in 1909 will stand for the next 
two years as the banking law of this State. 


“The committee, however, reports that it 
succeeded in sidetracking the several bills 
that were introduced providing for the guar- 
anty of deposits, none of them even having 
been reported from the committees, so that 
it is not at all likely that any attempts 
will be made by future legislatures to enact 
guaranty of deposit bills. 


“The committee was assiduous in its at- 
tendance upon the Legislature, and upon 
the meetings of the House and Senate com- 
mittees on Banks and Banking, and suc- 
ceeded in every instance in securing favor- 
able recommendations for each 
measures.”
